Áre you, as free men, willing to sub­ 
m it to this outrage I See to it that your representa­ 
tives are protected 
This is the culminating outrage 
indicted on the Democrats :uid Greenbaekers by stal­ 
wart pimps of the Republican party. 
Who is the 
man who will now step out of our ranks and side 
with the cowardly men entrenched in the State 
House, who trem ble at the sound of their own 
voices, and do not fee! safe unless hacked by the 
bayonets of the State m ilitia'! Let the end be what 
it may, history will read that Corporal Davis was 
the first man in the State of Maine to authorize an 
array of bayonets at the Mate House to keep from 
its portals citizens of the commonwealth.

Republicans m ay get all the fighting they 
want. 
Captain Blick, of the Fusion staff, 
says that all he asks for is to be arrested. 
It 
is reported that a case of carbines is» ecreted 
at his down-town office. 
A . F . Gould, legal 
adviser of the Fusion government, char­ 
acterized the moving of troops here as a de­ 
plorable blunder, and sure to redound to the 
political advantage of the Fusionists. 
It is, 
he says, the biggest blunder yet made by the 
Republicans. 
A ll the m ilitary in the State will be here by 
night if the Fusionists carry out the plans 
they are alleged to have matured. The Fusion 
Legislature m et iu diminished numbers this 
morning. 
Speaker Talbot told a reporter 
that his House needed protection more than 
the Republicans. 
The Fusionists show un­ 
mistakable signs of nervousness over the state 
of affairs. 
Secretary of State Sawyer, of the 
Fusion 
Government, is out of 
the city. 
Should the Fusion Legislature go to Bidde­ 
ford, it is likely to find the doors of any hall 
it may engage guarded by soldieis. 
“ N o 
fooling any longer” is the Republican talk 
to-day. 
The State House is converted into a 
sort of barracks. 
Stoves are in the cellar to 
cook army rations of beef, etc., for troops. 
In the Adjutant-G eneral’» office they have in­ 
formation which is said to fully justify the 
calling out of the militia. 
Governor D avis is 
strongly urged to at once disperse the Union 
H all Legislature and the Fusion Government. 
B y Sunday night the troops will all be under 
arms. 
Republican authorities assert that if 
there is a civil war the responsibility rests on 
the Fusionists. 


WHAT A POLITICIAN THINKS. 
C hicago, January 24th.— F. A . 1’ike, a 
member of the Republican Advisory Com­ 
m ittee of M aine, is stopping at the Grand 
I ’acific H otel, 011 his way to San Francisco to 
spend a month two. 
He says the Repub­ 
licans of Maine are in the right, and are 
strongly intrenched in their position, aud that 
the Fusionists have no chance for success.

prevent any- person from falsely pretending 
to assume the functions and duties c-f any of 
the State offices. 
An A ct in relation to State seals, public 
records and documents, and to certain public 
officers and their duties, came up on its pas­ 
sage to be engrossed. 
'The following preamble aud resolutions 
were adopted: 
W hzreas, Information is received th at certain 
persons have been engaged in enrolling and enlist 
ing men in a m anner and for purposes unauthorized 
by the laws of this State ; and whereas, the enlist­ 
m ent and organizations tend to the disturbance of 
the public i»caee and to disorder and revolution; 
therefore 
Itcmleert, That a joint committee of seven, on the 
|wrrt of the House, with such as- the Senate may 
join, be appointed for the purjwise of investigating 
the tru th of such reports, and to ascertain w hat 
action, if any, should be taken ; and make a report 
of their ditings to the H ouse; said committees to 
have power to send for persons aud papers. 
Ajourned till Monday. 


FEARS OF RIOTS. 
B oston, January 24th.—A n Augusta, Me., 
special Bays : It is feared, in case the Fusion 
Legislature is dispersed, riots w ill break out 
in Lewiston and Biddeford. 
State troops 
w ill continue underarm s until further notice. 
Governor D avis w ill not issue a proclamation 
commanding the Fusion Legislature to dis­ 
perse until he has exhausted every peaceful 
resource, but will not give an undue amount 
of time for cogitation. 


PAID INTO THE FUSION TREASURY.

Treasurer, sent 822,000, the amount of Bid- 
deford’s State tax, to W hite, Fusion State 
Treasurer. 
FUSION LEGISLATURE. 
The Fusionists met to-day in Union H all. 
The ranks are thin, as m any have gone home. 
D ickey offered the following order, which 
was passed: That a com m ittee of one from 
each county be appointed by the House, with 
such as the Senate may join, to prepare a 
memorial to Congress and an address to the 
people of this State, setting forth the fact» 
relating o the organization of the House and 
Senate on the first W ednesday of January ; 
all the facts relating to the choice of Gov­ 
ernor, also member.» of the Council and State 
officers, and all other facts connected with 
the Legislature which may be deemed of im ­ 
portance by the committee. 
Ingalls of W iscassett said that in submit­ 
ting to the Court we should understand that 
every man of the organization shall remain 
here until the decision of the Court is re­ 
ceived. 
The House then voted to send the questions 
to the Justices of the Court. 
The Senate voted to 
concur with the 
House. 
A communication was received from the 
National 
Greenback 
Committee of 
N ew 
Hampshire advising the Fusionists to stand 
firm to the bitter end, and if need be, fight 
for their rights. 
Both branches adjonyaed until Monday 
next. 
THE SITUATION STILL CRITICAL. 
C hicago, January24th.— A Journal W ash­ 
ington special says that private dispatches 
received to-day by Maine Congressmen from 
Augusta, say that the Republicans do not 
consider that all danger or trouble is over ; 
that there was a very cunningly arranged plan 
on the part of the Fusionists to get control 
of the State House last night, which was ex­ 
posed by one of their number, who was afraid 
it might lead to bloodshed. The opinion pre­ 
vail» here that there will yet be stirring times 
in Maine, and that it will be necessary for 
Governor D avis to take determined action to 
prevent the Fusionists from attem pting to 
get control of the State H ouse by forcible 
means. 
A number of leading Republicans 
who have been discussing the m atter to-day 
are of the opinion that the crisis has not yet 
been passed, and that the Democratic leaders 
are not going to yield without first making 
trouble aud perhaps the shedding of some 
blood. 
INTERVIEW WITH GOVERNOR DAVIS. 


A u g u s t a , January 24th.—Governor D a via 


said to-night he bad not felt a single regret 
since he had taken the decisive step of calling 
troops to the State House. 
The step hau 
been urged upon him for several days by his 
m ilitary advisers, but not until evidence of a 
conspiracy to seize the State H ouse had acc u­ 
mulated to a startling amount did he feel the 
least justified in Exercising his prerogative as 
Comaiander-in-Chief, aud then only to pro­ 
tect public property and uphold the laws. 
The btrain upon republican institutions had 
been great through the whole controversy, 
but he could see no shadow of arbitrary ac­ 
tion in employing the citizen soldiery of the 
Hi ate to protect a government recognized by 
the Supreme Court. 
W hen all evidence of 
the conspiracy was ready for the press, the 
public at large w ill see ho\v wise this action 
has been. 
The Governor was gratified to see 
how universally the press of the country, of 
both parties, had upheld the right iu Maine. 


GRUM BLING. 
B oston. January 24th.—The Heratd'r Au­ 
gusta special says : There is much grumbling 
among Fusionists, who are charging that ex­ 
Governor Garcelon traded with the Republi­ 
cans and [dotted with General Chamberlain 
to deliver the State House to the Republi­ 
cans. 
Governor Garcelon, they say, went 
home prior to Chamberlain’s taking posses­ 
sion of the State House, and there made n 
trade with Congressman Frye, who had been 
commissioned to make some trade with Gov­ 
ernor Garcelon. 
The bargain was successful, 
and Chamberlain went into the State Huu.»e. 
This is the talk of Furionists to-night. 


RECRUITING OF FUSIONISTS. 
Colonel Blood and Davis, of Goveinor 
Sm ith’s staff, have recruited 200 men in B id­ 
deford 
and 
Portland, 
and 
intended to 
send them to this city by a Pullm an train, 
but Governor D avis ordered the Biddeford 
company to take the same train in the event 
of the Fusionists coming, which m eant to 
stop them there, and probably they will not 
come.

PROCLAMATION FROM THE FUSION GOVERNOR. 
B o s t o n , January 25th.— The lit raid's A u­ 
gusta special says : 
The Fusionist Governor, 
Sm ith, to-night issued the following procla­ 
mation to the people of the State : 
To the Citizens of Maine : My attention has been 
called to the repeated assembling of armed bodies 
of men and m ilitary companies at the Capital of the 
State, causing unnecessary excitem ent and disturb­ 
ing the public peace, a n d 1 deem it d u e to my fel- 
low-citizens to advise them of the fact that this dis­ 
play- of force is without any just cause, and serves 
to keep ut) the excitement and direct attention from 
the revolutionary proceedings by which tile Itepub- 
liceu party uudcrioek to organize a State Govern­ 
ment. 
I have already publicly declared, and now 
repeat, that the 
"political 
party and friends 
with whom I 
act 
have 
a t 
no 
time con­ 
templated a resort to 
force. 
No force 
has 
been organized. Lone has been called far, nor have 
we had any here at any time. 
We rely upon the 
C institution aud laws of the State, and the honest 
judgm ent of the pu pie, for a vindication of our 
course. The police force authorized bv Governor 
Garcelon, and placid under charge of the Superin­ 
terd en t of Public Buildings for the protection of 
public property and the Legislature against any resist­ 
ance which had becu threat-, ned in excited" public 
assemblies, was discharged almost immediately after 
the Legislature had assembled aud organized. Since 
that time ail forces, police and m ilitary, have been 
under the control of the Republican organization, 
w ithout the presence of any force to oppose them, 
and without any ju st grounds for imposing upon 
the credulity of the people. 
The lawful Govern­ 
m ent of the SLite has been excluded from the State 
House through m ilitary usurpation. 
The State 
House is at the present tinte filled with armed men. 
A Gatling gun covers the entrance, and the Stale is 
subject to the expense of $1,000 daily for the pur­ 
pose of m aintaining this military show. 
It Is 
proper that our people should consider these m at­ 
ters,

1 have 
no fear but that th rhunestand intelligent sentiment 
of our citizens will not countenance this military 
usurpation, and will sustain the legal government in 
its efforts to restore peace and order, and promote 
the welfare of the State.

Docum entary and other 
evidence 
sustaining these statem ents will he brought be­ 
fore the Legislative Com mittee on the sub­ 
ject. 
The aggregate meu raised for this pur­ 
pose is about 2,400. 
The first orders that 
were issued by the Fusion Government were 
to callou t three companies of m ilitia. 
The 
reports of Fusion movements were duly au­ 
thenticated to A. P. Gould, of Thomaston, 
who had been the legal adviser of Governor 
Garcelon, and had advised Smith to stand 
by his 
position, as the following letter 
written hv Gould to Smith on promulgation 
of the decision of the Court, w ill show : 


T h o m a s to n , January 10, 1SS0. 
Dear G overnor: 1 am too sick to go to you. The 
opinion is not worthy of respect. 
It is so partisan 
th at all our people will denounce it. 
We m ight just 
as welt have no Constitution, if this opinion is 
sound. 
1 advise you to pay no attention to it. 
It 
is not wot thy of it. 
Let your action stand. The 
whole m atter is now before the Legislature. This 
opiinon will he then properly examined and an­ 
swered. 
Protect all who h dd your summons in 
their right to seats in the chambers of the House 
and Senate. 
Yours, truly, 
A. P. GOULD. 
From all the evidence adduced, the author­ 
ities took the precautionary measures that 
have been taken. 
Religious services were held at the State 
H ouse this afternoon. 


THE FUSIONIST STATEMENT ANB QUESTIONS. 
B angor, January 25th.—H enry Ingalls, a 
Fusionist Representative, arrived from A u­ 
gusta Saturday evening with the Fusion 
statem ent and question*, which he laid be­ 
fore Chief Ju-tice Appletou Sunday evening. 
The Chief Justice w ill probably confer with 
the Court individually or by telegraph as to en­ 
tertaining the questions, or else assemble the 
Court here to determine whether the docu­ 
ment should he considered and answered. As 
the merits of the case were so directly in 
volved in the two recent decisions, it is be­ 
lieved that the present application w ill be 
very promptly disposed of. 


RECOGNITION REFUSED. 
On Saturday Lieutenant Lord, command­ 
ing the Jam eson Guard, received a tele­ 
graphic order from A. A. G. Frank N ye, on 
Chamberlain’s staff, to obtain seventy guns 
and equipments from the State Arsenal. The 
Fusion Arsenal keeper refused to obey the 
order, and declared that he would recognize 
no authority but that of Joseph L. Smith as 
Governor, or his subordinates. 
This report 
was telegraphed to Augusta, and at 9:30 
Colonel W hite, commanding the First R egi­ 
m en t received an order direct from Governor 
D avis to take immediate possession of the 
Arsenal and all the property therein. 
A 
guard was at once put on, and Saturday 
morning Colonel W hite hail the doors opened 
and new locks adjusted. 
Lieutenant Lord 
and a guard of thirteen men of the Jameson 
Guard are quartered in possession of the 
premises. 


LA30R BUREAU AND BUREAU OF LABOR 
AND CAPITAL STATISTICS. 


E d u 
B ecobd-U nioN : 
In 
your 
issue 
of the 23<1 instant you speak of the proposed 
Bureau of Labor and Labor Statistics, and 
a.»k that the public be further informed in 
re’atiou thereto, and in accordance with that 
expression I respectfully subm it the follow­ 
in g: 
Jn his address to 
Speaker John D . 
Long of th e-Massachusetts H ouse of Repre­ 
sentatives, the chief of the M assachusetts 
Bureau of I.itbor 
aud Statistics, uses the 
following language: 
“ The relations of labor 
and capital 
are more equitably adjusted. 
These dcsirabla results are attained not by 
unhappy and unfortunate agitations, not by 
strikes and their eotisequent demoralizing in­ 
fluences, but by all the contributions to tht 
sunt of intelligence of the laborer am! capi­ 
talist, and by means which the Legislature 
can. adopt which w ill add to the inf umation 
of the people on 
subjects which concern 
their daily lives, and which are of untold 
value, and surely return to the government 
a hundred-fold.”—(See Mas». Bureau Report 
for 1877, page 7, Ffiblic Docum ent N o. 31.) 
Early in tne present century certain legal 
tribunals were established in France, an out­ 
growth of the great Revolution, ami known 
as the “ Conseils des Prudhonim es.” 
These 
Courts were composed equally of employers 
and employed, and were authorized to deter­ 
mine disputes that m ight arise between capi­ 
tal and labor. 
Iu Belgium similar tribunals 
were established. 
The terrible experience of 
the Reign of Terror wrung from the ruling 
classes this concession, aud the moving mo­ 
tive was the same as that which causes a city 
to perfect a fire department after it had 
been swept by conflagration. 
The “ Conseils 
des Pm dhom m es” was the germ from whence 
sprung the labor and 
statistical bureaus 
which now exist in nearly all the countries 
of Europe and in eleven of the most important 
Stat *s of this Union ; and it was also the 
author of the principle and practice of arbi­ 
tration as now practiced between workers 
and employers in England. 
That the Commissioners of a Labor Bureau 
ought to be men from the ranks of produc­ 
tive ami distributive industry is sufficiently 
attested by the experience of Boards of A r­ 
bitration in England, where an equal repre­ 
sentation of labor and capital has been rigidly 
observed. 
U pon this particular point Mr. 
Alsegar H ill, London, Eng., says: 
“ The 
representative character of -the Board ap- 
|<ears to have two results—one of satisfying 
the men that their case has been decided by 
men who really understand the facts ; the 
other, that the work of conciliation is done 
by the parties actually concerned and not by 
strangers. 
The plan reduces the interference 
of strangers to a m inim um.” The “ Conseils 
des Frudbom m es” were steps in the nature of 
co operation—co-operation of capital and la­ 
bor—for the purpose of bringing about— 
first, harmony of 
understanding; second, 
harmony of action ; which once perfected, 
destroys all incentive to strife ami crowns the 
apex of our civilization. 
Therold 
Rogers, Professor of 
Political 
Economy, Oxford, Eng., writes- “ C oopera­ 
tion, rightly understood, is the harmony of 
those divergent interests which are repre­ 
sented under the terms, capital and labor. 
To reach this harmony is and ought to be the 
aim and object of our civilization.” 
In the foregoing interest the BHreau system 
is th% perfection of the “ Conseils de Prud- 
homiues ” and in some form prevails in every 
country of Europe, and m ust eventually be­ 
come an adjunct of every Governm ent on 
earth. 
W hy this should be is tersely set 
forth in the following sentence clipped from 
the report of the M assachusetts Labor Com ­ 
mission for 1876, p. 57, Public Docum ent, 
> lo .3 1 : 
“ Socially, class di-tinctions have 
increased, wealth is aggregated and protected. 
Poverty is concentrated and demands pro­ 
tection. 
Two classes, permanent and antag­ 
onistic ; the laborer, poor aud ignorant; the 
capitalist, rich and cultured. 
Un the side of 
the first are numbers ami brute force ; on the 
side of 
the second, 
cunning anti power. 
Singly, each class is self-destructive ; unitedly, 
they are constructive.” 
It is above forty years since that great and 
profound thinker, Rev. Ellery Chauning, 
said : “ W e do not find that civilisation has 
lightened men’s toils ; as yet it has increased 
them ; in this I see the sign of a deep defect 
in what we call the progress 6f society.” 
Governor Bullock’s address to the M assa­ 
chusetts Legislature of 1876 contains the fol­ 
lowing allusions to the labor problem : “ The 
question is not one of merely sanitary connec­ 
tions, but it relates to the social condition of 
a State. 
* 
* 
H aving m yself no hesitation 
as to the rightful authority of the Legislature 
over the subject, aud believing that a conces­ 
sion to the wishes of those who seek for a 
thorough inquiry w ill be productive of a bet­ 
ter understanding, not only of the specific 
question itself, but of the intim ate and m utu­ 
ally beneficial relations which all classes sus­ 
tain to each other, I commend the subject to 
your thoughtful consideration.” 
In 1866 the M assachusetts 
Legislature 
passed “ a resolve ’’ creating a Labor Com­ 
mission, “ with power to send for persons and 
papers, to investigate the subject of the hours 
of labor, especially in its relation to the so­ 
cial, educational and sanitary condition of 
the industrial classes.” 
Governor Andrew 
appointed a similar commission. 
One was 
composed of Am asa W alker, W illiam H yde 
and Edward 11. Rogers, and the other of 
W illiam P . Tilden, H . I. Bowditch, F . B. 
Sanborn, Elizur W right and Geo. H .Snelling. 
(See Resolves of 1866.) 
Those Commissions, acting separately anil 
independent of each other, after carefully 
weighing the testim ony adduced, presented, 
among others, the following recommenda­ 
tions : 
“ That provision be made for the an­ 
nual collection of reliible statistics, in regard 
to the condition, prospects and wants of the 
industrial classes. 
That a Bureau of Statis­ 
tics be established for.the purpose of collect­ 
ing aud making available all facts relating to 
the industrial and social interests of the com­ 
m onwealth.” 
Commissioner Rogers made a 
minority report upon a local i.-sue, in which 
he took occasion to state his belief in what 
he termed “ three truths.” 
First—M anual 
labor is the divine training to energize the 
character. 
Second—The more hours men 
work in any staple branch of manufactures 
the less they receive in the form of wages. 
Third—Labor is capital. 
Mr. Rogers sums 
up w iih the following conclusion : 
“ H um an 
labor is so connected with exalted mental and 
moral capacities, that it of right ought to 
have higher consideration than m erchandise.” 
In his legislative address for 1872 Governor 
W ashburn, of Massachusetts, dwelt largely 
upou the labor question, and the operations 
and beuehcial results of a Labor Bureau. H e 
said : 
“ I commend to your earnest atten­ 
tion the results that may lie wrought out by 
the Bureau of Statistics of Labor. 
I doubt 
not you w ill welcome any and every fact 
tending to throw light upon the solution of 
this great labor problem. 
A subject so vital 
to the commonwealth as the question whether 
the daily life of a majority of its citizens can 
be enlarged 
and improved must not be 
ignored, and should receive no seeondary 
consideration at your hands.” 
So much for the necessity of a labor bu­ 
reau or commission. 
Governments do not 
hesitate to create commissions ujxm the cult­ 
ure of fish, upon railroads and tariffs, silk­ 
worms and Indians, and all thing9 pertaining 
to capitalistic enterprise. 
In this direction— 
a direction purely of luxury and com modity— 
countless millions have been, and w ill "be, 
appropriated. 
Then why should any man, 
or class of men, object to an appropriation 
purely in the interest of labor, an interest 
upon which all others rest ? The agitation of 
the past three years, commenced in Caucas- 
ianism and lodged on the sand lot, has cost 
the State of California m illions of gold dol­ 
lars. 
W ith proper representation in the 
government of the State, with a general un­ 
derstanding of facts and an honest effort at 
remedy, such an agitation would be im possi­ 
ble. 
It i* urged that labor statistical reports 
laid upon the desks of legislators attract but 
little attention from them. 
Then the legis­ 
lators are at fault and should he “ fired out.” 
The public, it is said, desires to know what 
are the objects of the proposed Labor B u­ 
reau. 
W ith your permission I w ill endeavor 
to enlighten the public on that head : 
The 
Johnson ami Braunhart bill proposes to estab­ 
lish a free labor exchange, to supersede the 
villainous "intelligence-office” system. 
It 
also proposes to collect, for the benefit of im ­ 
migrants and persons of small means, the 
knowledge of business and lard opportunities 
where they may settle and make business and 
homes for themselves. 
It proposes to investigate and report upon 
the treatm ent of workingmen, women and 


children, and to investigate and report upon 
the terms and tenuie of “ labor contract» ”— 
a feature possessed of [wc'tliar interest in 
mining and agricultural matters, and, ahtzve 
all, in its relation to the Chinese, their coat- 
pauies and our G overnm ent; it proposes to 
ascertain and make public the quality and! 
character of 
ull 
land 
and 
o-donizatiotu 
sjhetnes ; the location, value, quality, c.ipae— 
ity, etc., of all vacant laud within the State, 
and of scfiool, rafiroad and other sem i-public 
lands. 
It proposes to ascertain, and com pile 
statistical and other information eoncerning- 
labor and its wants, and to recommend to the 
Legislature such measur- s as the knowledge 
gleaned may warrant. 
Upon the reports o f 
such a bureau the Legislature could act intel­ 
ligently. 
It would be » new and better form 
of the Roman tribunate -a n arm of the G ov­ 
ernment in the interest of the toiling masses.

E M P -R O It 
NORTON. 


N athan P eiser of V allejo, in conversa­ 
tion w ith a reporter for the Vallejo ( hron- 
irfe, a few day s since, gave sem e in terest­ 
ing inform ation concerning the late “ Em ­ 
peror N orton .” 
In 184*2, said Mr. Peiser, 
1 was one of the crew of th e E nglish 
transport ship W aterloo, on our w ay from 
London to A ustralia, w ith 300 persons on 
board, consisting of officers, sailors, soldiers 
and transports. 
Becom ing short of w ater, 
th e ship put into Cape Town, on th e 
coast of Africa, on the 25th day of A u gu st 
of the sam e year. 
W hite riding at anchor 
in T able Bay, three days later, a terrific 
northeaster sw ept over th e w ater and 
caused th e anchors to drag u n til the ship 
run upon a reef of rocks and was dashed to 
pieces. 
Several other ships lyin g in the 
harbor m et w ith a similar- fate. 
T he 
large troop ship, O liver Crom well, R obin­ 
son, containing 1,000 soldiers on their w a y 
to th e Kaffir war, was sw ep t ashore, but 
th e men were saved. 
T he persons on 
board the \ \ aterloo were not so fortunate, 
and 197 were drowned, and many* severely 
injured by being daslieil against th e rock 
or struck by falling tim bers. 
Some of the 
men m anaged to save them selves by being 
taken ashore iu lifeboats. 
I was am ong 


THE UNFORTUNATE ONES 
W ho received severe injuries, and w as, 
w ith the balance, taken to th e E nglish 
hospital on th e ou tsk irts of the tow n. 
In 
Cape Tow n there were a num ber of m er­ 
chants of Jew ish extraction, and fearing 
that som e of their friends and countrym en 
m ight be am ong the injured at the hospi­ 
tal, a party called one day ; am ong th e 
num ber was a Mr. N orton, an Englishm an, 
who was keeping a ship chandlery store in 
Cape Town. 
I being a Jew , attracted his 
attention, and w e formed an acquaintance, 
and, as luck w ould have it, I chanced to 
know his brother and several of his friends 
and 
relations residing in London. 
Mr. 
Norton im m ediately had m e taken to his 
residence, and introduced m e to his w ife 
and children. 
The eldest of the children 
was Joshua N orton, the late “ Em peror 
N orton ,” then a young man betw een 25 
and 30 years of age. 
I was tw o or three 
years younger. 
A t th a t tim e he talked 
freely of his birthplace as being in London. 
W hile en joying the hosp itality of Mr. 
N orton, Jew ish prayers were irequently 
said, w hich alw ays.w as a source of am use­ 
m ent to Joshua. 
Oue day he provoked 
the father to such an exten t that, old as h e 
was, he received a castigation. 
\ \ hue a t 
Cape Tow n w e w ere both very intim ate, 
and Joshua assisted his father in th e ship- 
chandlery store as a clerk, and had a keen, 
business-like air, and w as 


MUCH ADMIRED BY THE YOUNG 
A s w ell as th e old people in th e settlem en t. 
1 rem ained at Cape T ow n eleven monthB, 
and not finding anything to do 1 bid adieu 
to m y friends aud shipped on board a G er­ 
man vessel called th e Pilgrim , bound for 
Ham burg. W e arrived in safety, and after 
traveling in various parts of the coun ry, I 
finally came to California in 1850, and re­ 
m ained u n til the breaking out of the re­ 
bellion, w h en I w ent E ast and en listed in 
the Independent B attalion of N ew Y ork 
V olunteers, and passed through the w hole 
conflict, and returned to California in 1866. 
H appening in the Em pire Lodging-house, 
San 
Fraueisco, one sum m er afteruoon, I 
casually m entioned to th e landlord that I 
had form erly resided in Cape Tow n, Cape 
of Good H ope. 
The landlord replied th a t 
one of his old lodgers w as from Cape Tow n, 
and no doubt that he w ould be glad to see 
m e. 
U pon asking w ho the person was I 
was told that th e nam e w as th a t of a ti­ 
tled personage, “ Em peror N orton .” 


“ EMTEROR NORTON,” 
I exclaim ed, “ Tne latter nam e is fam iliar, 
but not the first.” 
In a few m inutes a 
h eavy tread w as heard com ing up th e nar­ 
row flight of stairs, aud the thum p of a 
stick w as echoed at every step. 
In a m o­ 
m ent in w alked a man w earing a faded 
uniform , w ith tarnished epaulettes on th e 
shoulders ; a K ossuth h at w ith gold cord 
and an ostrich pluine w as on his head, and 
a tw isted , knotted stick under his arm. A s 
soon as he entered the room he raised his 
hat, and taking a red silk handkerchief 
from his pocket, w iped the perspiration 
from his brow. 
A s he raised the hat from 
his bead, it flashed across m y m ind that 
th e man before m e w as m y old friend, 
Joshua N orton, for there was the sam e 
stou t figure, though bent w ith age, and th e 
sam e striking countenance I had so often 
seen in the ship chandler’s store on th e 
African coast. 
H e at first did not seem to 
recollect me, until I called to h is m ind 
the wreck of the W aterloo, and being at 
his father’s house. 
A ll at once he said, 
“ W hy yes, N athan, I d istin ctly rem em ber 
you, and th e correction I received for rais­ 
ing a disturbance at a Jew ish prayer m eet­ 
in g .” 
I was then in vited up another flight 
of stairs to Iris room, and w e had a long 
conversation about his father, m other and 
sisters. 
I asked him , on th e score of old 
friendship, to tell m e how* it was that 


HE CAME BY THE TITLE 
Of Emperor, and w h y he wore the uniform 
he then had on. 
For som e cause or other 
the dem eanor of the old man changed all 
of a sudden, anil he raised from the edge of 
his single bed, w here he had been bitting, 
and w ent to th e door and opened it. A fter 
looking up and down the hallw ay he care­ 
fully closed it ami turned th e key, and 
then stepped to where I was sittin g in 
am azem ent at his strange proceedings, and, 
stooping down, looked me in ten tly in the 
face, anti alm ost whispered, that before he 
would tell m e ho w ould first im pose a 
sileuce upon m y lips never to reveal to any 
one about his folks at Cape Town. 
I 
thought it strange, but, being interested, 
readily gave the promise. 
M y old friend 
then told m e “ that he was not th e son of 
Mr. N orton, of Cape Town, hut th a t he 
was a Crown 
Prince to the throne o f 
France; th a t he had been sent to Cape 
Town to save him self from being assassin­ 
ated ; that htPw as adopted by Mr. N orton, 
aud he had retained his name for the love 
he had for him , and had taken the title of 
“ Em peror,” w hich he was rightfully en ­ 
titled to bear ; th a t the uniform was 


PRESENTED TO ntM BY QUEEN VICTORIA, 
And all the people, both here ami in M ex­ 
ico, were his su b jects.” 
I looked at th e 
man 
a m om ent, and then told him 
I 
thought he was crazy ; to which he replied, 
“ A nd so d o a good many* others.” 
I asked 
him w hen he left Cape Tow n, and he told 
me a short tim e after I was there that his 
guardian or adopted father presented him 
a brig loaded w ith goods, which he took to 
Chile and l ’eru and disposed of, and m ade 
considerable m oney ; th a t be hail com e to 
California in 1850, and after a tim e lost all 
the m oney he had, when he concluded th a t 
as he possessed such a strain of noble blood, 
it w ould not do for him to ut rk any more, 
and he should not u n til the day of his 
death. 
A t th is tim e the Emperor again 
spoke of his birthplace beiug in England, 
w hich, to m y m ind, is evid en t th a t th e 
Emperor w as of English birth, and n o t 
Scottish, as has been said.

EXBIBITIN3 SHEER AT THE FAIRS. 


A t a meeting o£ the Board of Agriculture, 
held immediately after the State Fair last 
fall, a resolution was passed “ that no sheep 
be admitted to competition at the fair with 
blankets on, or that had been blanketed since 
last shearing.” The Secretary was instructed 
to notify sheep-breeders of the resolution. 
The action of the Board in this respect has 
given rise to considerable discussion, which 
we are permitted to publish for the benefit of 
the sheep and wool interest. The discussion 
is in shape of letters to the Secretary in an­ 
swer to the notice required by the Board. 
One correspondent exhibitor writes as fol­ 
lows : 
I most heartily approve of the resolution 
passed by the Board. 
I wish the same could 
be done with cattle. This blanketing is 
wrong in both cattle and sheep ; but unless 
you put exhibitors under oath you will find it 
difficult to learn whether they have been 
blanketed or not. As to sheep, you ask my 
opinion as to how they ought to be classi­ 
fied, etc. 1 think you have made too many 
classes. 
First—I think all merino sheep should be 
in one class ; say Spanish, French and Sile­ 
sian. 
I see no reason why they should not 
be in one and the same class. I don’t think 
vou can find three flocks of the French and 
Silesian sheep in the State. 
This shows 
they are not the sheep generally adapted to 
this country. 
_ 
Second—I would put the Shropshire-downs 
and South-downs in the same class, as they 
are both a down sheep. The Shropshire downs 
have only been in this country a few years, 
and from the experiments I have made I 
think they are the best cross that can be 
made with the Spanish merino, and I think 
they will prove to be the second most valua­ 
ble sheep for this country, next to Spanish 
merinos. 
They are an improved South­ 
down. 
I had inquiries last fall for more 
than 300 South-down bucks. 
Third—A cross between thoroughbreds of 
any kind and thoroughbreds of any kind and 
grades. This will give sheep men a chance to 
experiment on and see which is the best cross. 
This, of course, is a very important item with 
sheep-men. 
Fourth—Sweepstake class. 
In this I think 
you ought to offL-r a first and second premi­ 
um for the best ewe or ewes of any age or 
breed. You might make it a pen of three or 
five. 
As to the Cotswold, Leicestershire and Lin­ 
colnshire, I don’t believe they are adapted to 
this country ; in fact, of the two list named 
sheep, I have never seen any of them in this 
country. Of the Cotswold, I have seen here 
for the last 12 or IS years, and I doubt if 
1,000 of pure Cotswold sheep can be found to­ 
day in the entire State. This is sufficient 
proof that they have not been a success. 
The same wav with the French and Silesian— 
particularly- with the Silesian. W hat reason 
can there he given for continuously offering 
premiums for stock of any kind that are not 
adapted to the country and seldom ever ex­ 
hibited ; in fact, a good many that never are ? 
While on this subject: Why make so many 
classes of cattle ? I would put the Durhams 
in one class, and all the others in one 
class ; 
or, 
if kept as 
they are 
now 
classified, I would change the premiums. 
The premiums on Durhams should be at least 
double the premiums for the other classes. 
This would be nothing but justice. 
1 have 
never thought it justice that the small and 
unsightly cattle should be put on the same 
footing with short-horns. 
They never cost 
originally one half as much as the shórt-horns, 
and are not one-fourth the benefit to the State. 
Your sweepstake premiums or. cattle are not 
more than one-half what they should be, and 
the premiums are also too low on hulls in 
class one. 
If you cannot offer higher pre­ 
miums for sweepstakes without the ten per 
cent., charge the ten per cent, and double the 
premiums. 
Another correspondent says : 
We consider the resolution impolitic and 
entirely uncalled-for, and right here we will 
give you our reasons for this opinion. In the 
first place, a blanket of i ny kind worn by a 
horse, bull or sheep cannot add one iota to 
the merit of the animal. In case of the 
sheep it makes the wool grow no faster, it 
makes the fleece no thicker, nor the fiber any 
finer. 
It simply preserves the natural fleece 
in an untarnished condition. 
In some sec­ 
tions of this State in the summer it becomes 
very dusty in all sheep walks. 
In addition 
to this we have burr-clover and fox-tail to con­ 
tend with, all of which combined makes it an 
impossibility t . keep sheep in condition fit to 
present to the public upon an occasion like a 
State Fair, when strangers from abroad are 
always to criticise and compare. The blanket 
used is nothing more than an old grain sack, 
worth five cents apiece, and therefore within 
the reach of the poorest man in the State. 
Hence we can see no advantage one man can 
have over another. If the breeder can afford 
to black his boots and put ou his best suit 
when he comes to the fair, he cannot afford 
to bring his stock in a rough condition. 
In 
brief, 
these 
are 
a 
few of the 
reasons 
why 
we 
consider 
the resolu­ 
tion in question unfair and uncalled for. 
As 
to the premiums, our experience indicates 
that any reduction in the live stock depart­ 
ment of the list as it now stands would be 
impolitic and not for the best interest of the 
Society. All the most prosperous associa­ 
tions in the United States pay the highest 
premiums. 
Still another correspondent says : 
It seems a peculiar discrimination against 
sheep, as though partaking of personal con­ 
siderations. If I am not in error, the world­ 
wide custom prevails of giving more or 
less special care to all stock exhibited 
at faiis. 
I don’t believe 
in 
pamper­ 
ing stock, 
as 
is 
sometimes done, 
ta 
its injury and the deception of purchasers, 
but it would appear equally consistent should 
the Board iule ont all curried and combed 
cattle, and force all exhibitors to turn stock 
upon the fair ground fresh from the field, 
because, perhaps, some breeders would not or 
could not comb and brush their cattle. 
It 
seems to me that it would not require a 
prophet’s prediction to foretell that such ex­ 
hibitions would s >on become discreditable to 
the breeder, the Board anil the State. 
We 
use the blanket to prevent intrusion upon the 
fleece 
and to exclude dust 
and burrs, 
and must confess we see no objection 
in 
reason to its 
use. 
Every 
breeder 
has the same privilege. While expressing to 
you these views, which seem only common 
sense, we hold ourselves willing to take com­ 
mon ground with competitors, could we be 
absolutely sure we stand equal. 
But our 
acquaintance with human nature, and in the 
direction indicated, almost precludes the be­ 
lief that blankets will be dispensed with pre­ 
paratory to the fairs, notwithstanding the 
resolution of the Board. The question then 
arises, will not the adoption of the rule lead 
to deception and nnscrupulonsness, to the 
detriment of those who honorably observe 
it?

We be­ 
lieve that the taxes have been paid up more 
promptly and more fully this year in the ag­ 
ricultural counties than for years back, and 
that wore mortgages have been lifted and 
private debts discharged. Thw means that 
farmers are approaching nearer to inde­ 
pendence than at any time in the past, 
and

to 
the 
point when they can pay as they go. 
Let no man, because he is nearly or quite out 
of debt, begin to look around him to find 
where he can get credit to launch into specu­ 
lation and debt again, but let him rather re­ 
frain from huí ing any article, however neci s- 
sary, till he has the money in his 1 an Is to 
pay for it. 
We care not how good the 
prospects may he in the immediate fu .ure; 
let not your industry ai d your enterprise 
be encumbered or in any way mortgaged 
for w hat yon can possibly get along without. 
No man was ever troubled with duns, was 
ever threatened with the Sheriff or ever had 
Iris property tied up by order of a Court, who 
was in the habit of paying for everything 
when he bought it, and of refusing to buy 
anything he could not pay for immediately. 
J f every farmer in this State would adopt the 


cash system of doiBg business from this time 
on, it would not be 
ten 
years 
bdfore 
the California 
farmers 
would be more 
independent 
than 
the 
farmers of any 
other State or country in the world. 
It is 
sometimes said that people should learn to 
economize exjienses when limes are hard and 
money scarce, hut we believe the advice is 
equally good when times .and prospects are 
good. 
If economy is practiced then the 
hard times will never come. "V oluntary econ­ 
omy is a much more agreeable and a much 
wiser economy than forced economy. Never 
buy anything you do not need because it 
is 
cheap 
or 
because 
you 
have 
the 
money 
in 
your 
pocket 
to 
pay 
for 
it. 
Farmers in this State have, with 
reason, complained of the high rate of inter­ 
est on money, and have sometimes favored 
the passage of usury laws to force a lower 
rate from money-lenders; but the best usury 
law, or the best law to reduce the interest on 
monev, and the one must easily passed, is the 
i»w : Pay as you go. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Tim I.kttkrs or CnsKLits Dickkxs. 
Edited by his 
mster-m law and his eldest daughter. 
In two vol­ 
umes. 
New York : Charles Scribner’s Sons. Sac­ 
ram ento : vv. A. X C. S. Houghton. 
8 vo., c lo th ; 
83. 
These volumes are intended to supplement 
Forster's quite unsatisfactory life of Dickens. 
That work is recognized as anything but ex­ 
haustive. Its lack, for one thing, is in the 
absence of the correspondence presented in 
the books under notice. Dickens was noted 
for expressing himself in his letters. They 
were a reflex largely of his daily thought—a 
constant reflection of his life. The authors 
did not lack for material, as the thousand 
and more pages before us attest. The letters 
are arranged in chronological order, and form 
a narrative of the events of each year. The 
collection dates from 1833, the commence­ 
ment of Charles Dickens’ literary life, just 
before the starting of the “ Pickwick Pa­ 
pers,” and is carried on up to the day before 
his death, in 1870. 
Some difficulty was 
found in being quite accurate in the arrange­ 
ment of letters up to the end of 1839, for Dick­ 
ens had a careless habit in those days Sbout 
dating his letters, very frequently putting in 
only the day of the week ou which he wrote, 
curiously in contrast with the habit of his 
later life, when his dates were always of the 
fullest. 
A blank is made in Dicken’s cor­ 
respondence with his family by the absence 
of any letter addressed to his daughter Kate 
(Mrs. Perugini). In 1S73 her furniture and 
other possessions were stored in the ware­ 
house of the Pantechnicon at the time of the 
great tire there. All her property was de­ 
stroyed, and among other things, a box of 
papers which included her letters from her 
father. This loss is much to be regretted, as 
the letters to Kate would have proven still 
another key to the inner life of Dickens. 
It 
is a fortunate thing that materials were 
in existence for the compilation of these 
volumes, and 
that 
we 
are 
not 
left 
to 
the 
mercy 
of 
the 
hasty 
and 
illy constructed work of Forster, to get 
glimpses into the inner life of Charles Dick­ 
ens. 
One thing which will strike the reader 
as remarkable in the bonk under notice is 
that Dickens, who presented to the world so 
much matter for its reading, was ever able to 
command the time, to say nothing of the 
patient devotion, which was called for in so 
extensive a correspondence. Some solution 
of the problem may be surmised, however, by 
considering letter-writing by an industrious 
author as a recreation—a rest from heavier 
literary labors. 
Another thing that im­ 
presses the reader deeply was the devotion of 
Dickens to matters of small moment ti^him, 
but of great interest to his friends, to whom 
lie seems to have responded upon the slightest 
call—answering letters which the ordinarily 
bnsy man would scarcely consider worthy a 
moment’s notice. 
These two volumes we 
know 
embrace 
only 
selected 
letters, 
and 
we are 
left 
to iniagiue what a 
great bulk his entire correspondence must 
have been. 
loto these letters we look as 
into a mirror of the mind and we read in their 
lines the true thoughts of the novelist; we 
analyze his emotions, peer into his sympa­ 
thetic nature, and measure his loves and 
his dislikes. 
It will probably remain an un­ 
explained blunder why the compilers of these 
volumes, who have been so faithful in all else, 
should have omitted all reference to the early 
life of Dickens and have begnu the work with 
his letters only. 
Surely some sketch of 
Dickens from birth to manhood was due as an 
introduction to such a work as is before us, 
for though the letters present us Dickens 
when in active literary life, the demand is 
just that such record should have been pre­ 
faced by something concerning him prior to 
that—in other words, the book should have 
been more independent of Forster’s incom­ 
plete, stilted and mistaken biography. 


Yottxo Mrs. J ardixk.

This is a new novel by the author of 
“ John Halifax’Gentleman.” In this volume 
Mrs. Craik has given a simple, but sympa­ 
thetic love story—a love story of wife for 
husband, and husband for wile. It-is a pas­ 
sionate book, but the passion is a chaste and 
pure one, and the picture of it is healthful, 
real and teaching. Mrs. .Tardine is drawn 
tor us as a pure, loving and heroic woman, as 
wise as a serpent, as patient as hope and as 
Lrave as truth and purity always is. The 
story has no dramatic incidents in it—it is 
rather a sketch of a home under trial, of 
pure natures tried in the fire, hut it is written 
with a tenderness and skill rarely equaled. 
Were it not for the qualities referred to, the 
story would be almost common-place, so de­ 
void is it of incident and plot. The lover 
of the dramatic and sensational, the stirring 
and active, will find little in this novel to 
satisfy him.

This is a compact volume, a compilation of 
interesting facts referredt to in biblical his­ 
tory, with explanations and historical enlarge­ 
ments. It embraces many rare questions and 
statements with solutions—such matters as 
are to the masses generally obscure, of which 
they know little outside the biblical account. 
It will prove ah interesting volume to al. 
students of the Bible. 
The attention which 
has, during the last quarter of a century, 
been given to the lands and literature of the 
Bible has put a vast mass of fre.-h informa­ 
tion at command of Bible readers ; and there 
are few portions of the Bible which have not 
received elucidation by an enlarged knowl­ 
edge of ancient customs, or the closer obser­ 
vation of present Eastern habits. To be of 
practical service to Bible students, the re­ 
sults of varied research and observation have 
beeu collected for the sake of the many who 
have not access to original sources of infor­ 
mation.

This is a useful book, one which siDgers es­ 
pecially will appreciate. The physiology of 
the voice organs is too little studied hy those 
who use them most. As the condition of the 
voice is in a great measure dependent on the 
state of the system, and therefore attention 
to the general health must of necessity exert 
a beneficial influence upon the voice, the 
chapter oil Hygiene is especially interesting. 
One chapter of the work contains a descrip­ 
tion of the diseases most commonly affecting 
those who make much use of their vocal organs, 
the work is not intended, evidently, as a 
manual for singing; indeed, it makes no 
claim to anything beyond what its title irn 
ports. The author plainly shows that he 
seeks only to convey such a knowledge of the 
construction and mechanism of the vocal ap­ 
paratus as will enable the singer to know 
what he is making use of, so that he will only 
ask of each jieculiar part that which it can 
perform, and uot task it beyond its power.

A CRITICISM OF SENATE B.LL No. 62. 


E d s. R ec o r d-U n io n : The above-named is 
a remarkable bill. 
It is to he hoped it is not 
a full exhibit of what its author knows about 
county governments and the condition of the 
various counties of the State. 
On page 3 is 
a classification of the counties. They ¡are 
solemnly marshaled and ranked with seem­ 
ingly great precision ; but Modoc and San 
Benito are not called. 
Perhaps they are not 
wanted ; perhaps the author of the bill did 
not know of their existence. 
The classifica­ 
tion would seem to be made according to 
some ancient census. 
At any rate the elabo­ 
rate arrangement of offices in the several 
classes evidently ignores the fact that there 
has been any growth of business and popula­ 
tion in many of the counties since the census 
was taken on whicli this classification is 
bated. For instance, the Uounty Clerk, with 
a deputy, is, in this bill, required to do all the 
duties of Clerk, Recorder and Auditor in such 
counties as Colusa Mendocino, Napa and Tu­ 
lare ; and iu such counties as Butte, Nevada, 
Placer, Solano and Yuba the Recorder, with­ 
out a deputy, is required to do the work of 
the Recorder’s office ou a salary of §100 a 
month. 
Next to the Recorder's office, I find that 
of School Superintendent in the bill, regu­ 
lated without any reference, apparently, to 
the amount of work to be done. 
For instance 
County School Superintendents in Alameda, 
Santa Clara and Sacramento counties are 
allowed §1,590 salary, while those of Tulare, 
Alendocino, Humboldt, Colusa, etc., are al­ 
lowed only §800 each. 
In each of the three 
first named counties there is a large city 
» hich is under a separate school government. 
The country is smooth, the roads good, and 
the schools cluster within easy distances. 
In 
the others there is wide extent of country and 
places difficult of access. 
But the report be­ 
fore me shows that there are actually more 
school districts in some of the counties graded 
as third class than there are in those graded as 
first class. They run as follows : Alameda 
has 45 di-tricts, Santa Clara has 58, and Sac­ 
ramento 04 ; while Tulare has 71, Alendocino 
57, Humboldt 54, Colusa 58, Napa 48, and so 
on to the end of the list. 
Y et these latter 
are graded third class, and the School Super­ 
intendent is to do the duty required by these 
numerous districts on a salary of §800, and 
pay his own traveling expensts, while in the 
other counties with fewer districts the Super­ 
intendent receives §1,500. 
The same mistake is made in reference to 
the second-class counties. 
Butte, with 157 
school districts and a vast territory is entered 
as second-class, while Alameda with only 45 
is tirst-elass. Tuolumne with only 20 is en­ 
tered as second-class, while Colusa with 58 is 
entered as third-class, -ide by side with Al­ 
pine which has 5 and Del Norte which has 9. 
These school statistics are to some extent an 
index to other offieeis iu these counties. 
The 
f ict is, the whole arrangement of the hill is 
thrown into confusion and ruin by this false 
gradation of the counties. 
The Legislature 
would probably do \vell to pass these matters 
over until the census to be taken this year 
shall have furnished correct data upon which 
to base these gradations. 
And in reference 
to the salaries of School Superintendents the 
present general law is probahiy the best that 
could be framed. 
It is contained in Section 
1552 of the present school law, and reads as 
follows: 
Each County Superintendent, except when other­ 
wise provided bv slatule, shall receive such salary, 
and his reasonable traveling expenses, to be esti­ 
mated by the board of Supervi-ors, and aa may bo 
allowed bv the Board of Sujier. isors, which shall be 
paid out of tile County General Fund, in the same 
m anner as other salaried county officers are paid ; 
provided that such compensation shall not be less 
than a sum equal to «20 for each school district in 
hiscounty, exclusive of tr a ilin g expenses, and tnat 
he shall be allowed, in addition to his salary, a sum 
for postage and expressaee, payable ou t of the 
County school Fund, equal to «1 for inch school 
district: provided, that in incorporated cities, each 
school containing 300 pupils shall be considered 
equal to one school district. 
If the words, “ except when otherwise pro­ 
vided by statute,” were stricken from the 
section, and it re-enacted in the new Code, it 
would give perfect equality to this one office 
at lea-t in all the counties. So thinks

Literature and journalism are not only 
very distinct, they are. very far apart ; 
they are iu some particulars alm ftt irre­ 
concilable. 
The one point which they 
have in common is that the professors of 
both express ideas by means of alphabetic 
writing. 
Authors usually write short 
articles before they write books, and these 
are printed in newspapers. 
It thus hap­ 
pens that there are few men of letters, par­ 
ticularly in this country, who have not 
w ritten in newspapers. 
This is about the 
sum of the connections between the two 
pursuits. 
In almost all respects they are 
separate. 
The success of a man of letters 
depends upon 
the 
high excellence of 
his few productions. 
The success of the 
journalist depends upon the average excel­ 
lence of his many writings. 
One, or ten, 
or a hundred good articles no more make a 
good journalist than one swallow makes a 
summer. 
In the next place literature is 
written to last. 
But in writing for news­ 
papers it should never he forgotton that 
that which is written to-day must he printed 
to-morrow, and will have been turned into 
wrapping paper by the day following. The 
truth is that very tine writing is out of place 
in newspapers. 
The capacity fordoing aud 
writing is rather a disadvantage than an 
advantage for the journalist. 
The journal­ 
ists who possess this ability succeed ratner 
in spite of it than on account of it.

hindrance to a new.-paper,writer.

But it will not do 
for the journalist to make a pursuit of tick­ 
ling men’s ears ; he mqst- seek to effect 
thiiigs. 
If the journalist's object is merely 
to write pleasing articles, bis is one of toe 
poorest businesses in tliq world. 
Thjs is 
almost the only trade in w hich Jhe worker 
does nt<t improve as he grows older. 
The 
writer of pleasing articles is no better at 
fifty than at thirty : indeed he is not so 
good, for at fifty he has lost the zest in ink 
and paper and a fresh proof w hich iie had 
at thirty. 
Iu almost all callings the mind 
is constantly getting new thoughts, which 
instruct it for the future, and the judgment 
is undergoing, from day to day, a process 
of education which never pauses. 
“ -Shall 
I Jo this or th a t? ’’ the worker asks hiui- 
stlf almost hourly, and in his own mind 
argues the “ pros 
and “ cons” of the case 
with thoughts which are scarcely ever 
turned into language ; which, indeed, most 
men would be incapable of turning into

PECULIARITIES OF “ YELLOW JACK.’ 


Since the beginning of the eighteenth 
century seaman have had occasion to no­ 
tice th at sometimes, after a visit to ctrtain 
ports in the V e s t Indies or in Central or 
South America, a mysterious something 
has entered their ships—a something which 
may in a few days turn the vessel into a 
floating pest-house, or which may show no 
signs of its presence for days or week, and 
vet at the end of tiie voyage may promptly 
destroy a stranger entering the hold ; 
which might attack all the sailors sleep­ 
ing on one side of the ship and leave 
the rest unharmed—in short an invisi­ 
ble, impalpable entity presenting so many 
peculiarities 
in 
its 
results 
th at 
it 
was 
the 
most 
natural 
thing 
in 
the 
world to imagine it as being endowed with 
the attributes of purvose and will, and to 
speak of it as “ Bronze John ” or “ Yellow 
Jack.” 
This tendency to personify yellow 
fever is strong among all who are familiar 
witli it, and physicians and nur3es who 
have had much experience of >ts vagarii s 
often speak of them, and of Y ellow Jack, 
in much the same terms as they would 
speak of a highly disreputable but very 
interesting acquaintance—a sort of Bohe­ 
mian among diseases. 
Its course in a city 
has been compared to that of a tax-collec­ 
tor passing from house to house along a 
street, often only one side of a street. 
It 
is usually stopped by prison or convent 
walls, 
sometimes 
affecting but a few 
squares, 
and 
again 
developing 
in ga 
week into one of the most terrible of 
epidemics. 
W e have iid reliable informa­ 
tion as to the origin of yellow fever in 
time or space. 
The majority of specific., 
contagious, or infectious diseases—such as 
plague, sm allpox, 
measles, 
scarlatina, 
cholera, etc.—can be traced with more or 
less precision to Asia as a starting-poirt ; 
but Yellow Jack has no such history. 
His 
presence is tirst distinctly recognized in the 
W est Indies about 1690, prior to which 
date there is no satisfactory evidence of 
the existence iu these islands of a pesti­ 
lence presenting its peculiar symptoms, and 
harmless to the natives while fatal to the 
unacclimated. 
I t is the intertropical A t­ 
lantic pestilence, just as cholera is th at of 
India, or the plague that of Egypt and 
Mesopotamia. 
It is a specific disease due 
to 
a 
specific 
cause—a cause 
which 
can 
be 
packed 
away 
in a 
closet 
or 
bureau, 
and 
be 
preserved 
for 
months ; 
or 
which 
may 
be 
car­ 
ried in a ship, or in a trunk of clothing 
for hundreds of miles, retaining its spe­ 
cific pow ers. 
Many of its phenomena can 
at present only be explained on the as-' 
sumptiort that this cause is either itself 
capable of growth and reproduction out­ 
side the bodies of the sick, or that it is the 
product of something which has these qua­ 
lities. 
In other words, the cause may be a 
minute organism, somewhat like the yeast- 
p la n t; or it may be the product of such an 
organism, like alcohol. 
Either of these 
may be comprehended under w hat is known 
as the germ-theory. 
If the cause is an or­ 
ganism which itself enters the human body 
and multiplies there, it must exist in more 
than one torin ; and iu the form in which 
it usually exists iu the human body it is 
not capable of passing directly to another 
person. 
It is presumed that it usually en­ 
ters the body through the respiratory pro­ 
cess, and a period of from one to ten days 
elapses before the characteristic phenomena 
of the disease appear. 
This is known as 
the period of incubation. 
The cause of the 
disease has a self limited period of exist­ 
ence, and this period is comparatively short 
if it is freely exposed to Die external air. 
In the West India Islands the disease dis­ 
appears at various ports for many years, 
and only reappears on a fresh reim porta­ 
tion of the cause.—[International Review.

A tter Mr. 
Coudert had eluded the vigilance of the 
Bourbons, and made his way to l s u i J 
o i i , 
with the intention of coming to the United 
¡States, he decided that he must see his sis­ 
ters once more before taking leave of old 
world associations. 
They resided in an 
ancient castle in the south of France, com­ 
manding the extensive acreage of an estate 
that w as feudal in its proportions. 
Being 
under sentence 
of 
death, 
and 
hav­ 
ing 
but recently escaped from 
prison 
hy 
an 
audacious 
coup 
ríe 
main 
that piqued 
the 
resentment 
of 
the 
police, the journey was not altogether 
so sale as i t . would have been years later 
under the regime of Napoleon 111. 
In ­ 
deed, it was one requiring great courage, 
address, and harduiood, and one that 
would only have been undertaken hy an 
adventurous spirit. 
Young Cornier bor­ 
rowed the passport of a countryman of 
his named Langlois, between whom and 
himself there was some slight physical re­ 
semblance, but scarcely enough to give a 
fair prospect of success. 
He made the 
journey to Calais in company with a mili­ 
tary compeer, Colonel Ixicbrc, who, a t a 
later period, migrated to the United States. 
Coudert’s memory for names w'as wofully 
uncertain, and w hen the officer at Calais 
came to examine his passport and compare 
his person with the description, he had 
totally forgotton the name under which he 
was traveling. 
Instead of stammering con­ 
fusedly as a man less accustomed to critical 
positions w ould have done, when his name 
was asked, young Coudert’s quick wit had 
suggested a means of escape even before 
the officer had time to ascertain a suspi­ 
cion, aud he stared blankly at his interlo­ 
cutor with an affectation of deafness that 
would have made his fortune on the stage. 
This gave Colonel Luciere, whose wit was 
no less quick than that of his fellow-trav- 
eler, the cue tnat was required, and, plac­ 
ing his lips close to Cuudert’s ear, he 
shouted loud enough to he heard by all 
about them : “ Langlois, the officer wants 
to know your name 1 ” 
The ruse saved 
Charles Coudert’s life ; he paid the longed- 
for visit to his sisters, took his good-by 
impression of the gloomy old feudal castle, 
effected his escape from France successfully 
a second tjme, and cam e to America to 
begin a new life, with new associations. 
But the dramatic surprise of the incident 
—the sequel—is yet to come. 
Y’ears after, 
hy a curious coincidence of favoring cir­ 
cumstances, the three gentlemen whose 
names figure in this narrative met in this 
city. 
Due would think that old times and 
t <e narrow escape of one of them from 
death would have formed the principal 
topic of their conversation. 
Quite the 
contrary ; 
neither Colonel Luciere nor 
Lieutenant Coudert even remotely alluded 
to the Calais episode until the moment of 
parting came, aud an eavesdropper would 
not have dreamed that tlie three men had 
eve» adventured together under perilous 
cireuniB‘an*es. 
They talked of anything 
and everything else, and each drank to the 
other’s health and prosperity with the 
grace and composure of veterans at the 
w ine, aDd when, at the parting moment, 
Colonel Leclere. and Lieutenant Coudert 
shook hands, the former smiled quizzically, 
complimented the latter upon his youthful 
appearance, aud closed the interview with : 
“ By the way, Coudert, is your memory 
for names as remarkable as it used to be ?” 


A mo it atrocious and probably fatal

The W eather—Iced sidew alks and Pedes­ 
tria n Experiences—California Com­ 
pared w ith the W est 


F a r m in g to n (111.), January 19, 1SS0. 
I feel that I will be amply rewarded 
and compensated for all trouble and expense 
incurred in making the try> here. 
I am 
enjoying myself ever so much. 
The peo­ 
ple here are very genial, kind and hospita­ 
ble—seemingly cannot do enough for their 
own personal friends, but also cannot do 
enough for their neighbors and townsmen’s 
friends. 
H .re, in fact, the guest of one 
family is the gue3t of all, and all strive 
and are untiring in their efforts to make 
one comfortable and happy, and I must say 
th at they certainly succeed most admira­ 
bly, for I never had time pass inore un- 
noticeably and rapidly than since my ar­ 
rival here, and you might say the same 
rule would apply as to time ever since 1 
left Sacramento. 
The system of 


RAILWAY TRAVELING 
Has been reduced and brought to such a 
degree of perfection that but few persons 
while traveling nowdays realize the fact 
th at they are making a journey which a 
few years ago would have been regarded as 
a great undertaking, one requiring the sac- 
nriee of many of the comforts and enjoy­ 
ments of life. 
Now the wants and com­ 
forts of the traveling community are so 
carefully provided for and. supplied that 
not only distance but also time is to a great 
degree annihilated. 
The great revolution 
brought about by the completion of the 
Central Pacific and Union .Pacific Rail­ 
roads in the manner of “ crossing the 
plains” is wonderful and at the same time 
very gratifying to those who hare had ex­ 
perience of crossing the plains under the 
old style—with ox-teams in the days of 
’49. 
Then it was not unusual for moun­ 
tains and ]leaks to remain in full view for 
days and sometimes weeks, until the tedi­ 
ous monotony of the scenery had shorn it 
of all its beauty and interest. 
Now the 
rapidity with which one scene follows an­ 
other has a tendency to present them in a 
manner which portrays to the view and 
mind of the traveler thefr true lieauty and 
grandeur, and the superiority of nature’s 
art over that of all human art3. 
Because 
of these facts, time is almost made celerity 
itself, and before I was aware of it I tound 
myself in 
FARMINGTON, ILLINOIS, 
My first stopping place. 
I arrived about 
half-past six in the evening, when I saw 
scenes 
altogether different from 
those 
I had been used to witnessing. 
W hile we 
in California have almost every luxury in 
the known world, and especially in the 
way of cool things, from iced lemonades 
to the frigidness of the cheek oi a confi­ 
dence man or stock operator—synonymous 
terms—yet we do not have iced sidewalks, 
as they do here. 
The iced sidewalk is a 
grand thing, and often the cause of many 
ludicrous scenes, and 
incidents, which 
make many people happy, for you know it 
is but human nature for some Jo feel happy 
at the discomfitures of others, when they 
are not of too serious a character. 
The 
iced sidewalk is one of the results of 
nature’s 
a r t ; that 
is, 
man furnishes 
the hoards or brick for the foundation, 
and nature the ice, which is of very su­ 
perior quality, usually from a quarter to 
half an inch in thickness, and of a Very 
hard, flinty character, which makes it sus­ 
ceptible of receiving one of the most beau­ 
tifully polished ami smooth surfaces imag­ 
inable ; French plate-glass is not to be com­ 
pared with it except as the opposite and 
extreme of smoothness. 
In order to have 
a first-class sidewalk of this kind it should 
be raining with the thermometer about 114° 
above zero. 
The thermometer should then 
gradually fall to about 22 above, when the 
storm should cease, and then the ther­ 
mometer should go down to about 10 be­ 
low zero, as it was at intervals the first 
two days I was here. 
As I was about to 
step out of the carriage which brought me 
from the depot, 1 was somewhat surprised 
to see two ladies who were passing near by 
fall. 
They laughed, of course, got upon 
their feet again, and, by the aid of a fence, 
passed on their wav rejoicing. 
As I had 
not yet been introduced to the new style 
sidewalk, I knew nothing of its peculiar 
-characteristics, and consequently I was ig­ 
norant as to ttie cause of the ladies falling, 
and asked the driver what “ such conduct 
as those meant ? ” 
He informed me that 
such 
cases were quite 
frequent, 
and 
were caused 
from 
ice on 
the 
side­ 
walks, and at the 
same 
time admon­ 
ished 
me to 
be very 
careful 
or 
I would meet with the same fate, and I 
was careful and made my way into the 
house all right. 
The next morning I 
started out on a tour of inspection and in­ 
vestigation, and found to my great surprise 
and satisfaction that I could navigate the 
iced sidewalks with ahsut as much ease 
and skill as any of the old residents. Only 
once did I think I saw something of value 
on the walk, and being of an acquiring 
mind and disposition, I felt impelled to get 
down on my hands and knees in order to 
give it a more thorough and critical exam­ 
ination, which very soon resulted in prov­ 
ing to my entire satisfaction that there was 
nothing of value there ; that it was an op­ 
tical or some other kind of a delusion ; 
th at I had been duped, deceived, and was 
the 
UNSUSPECTING VICTIM 
Of misplaced confidence, or something else. 
However, I soon regained my feet without 
much difficulty, and went on my way re­ 
joicing, happy in the fact that it was not 
any worse, and with the full determination 
not to perm it the same thing to occur again 
if I could help it. 
Another peculiarity of 
the iced walk is that, notwithstanding the 
fact you may start with company for a 
walk, you frequently find yourself left 
alone —unless you congeal to it— which is 
caused either by the company or yourself 
suddenly and without previous notice 
’ or warning seemingly taking a notion 
to slide—which is done in the latest im­ 
proved, most artistic and graceful style— 
for a distance of ten or fifteen feet in one 
direction or another, and it is just as likely 
to be another as one. 
In order to be able 
to navigate iced walks well and with entire 
safety, one ought to be a first-class gym­ 
nastic and acrobatic performer. 


T H E W EATHER 
For the last two weeks has been very sim­ 
ilar to California weather during rainy 
times. 
It has been damp and foggy, rain­ 
ing at times, with the thermometer rang­ 
ing from 40' to 58 above zero ; in fact it 
has been a fair sample of the most disagree­ 
able w eather we have, and I do not feel 
satisfied with it, because, as I tell my 
friends here, I did not travel 2000 miles 
and over for the purpose of experiencing 
much had and disagreeable weather, such 
as we regard of the very worst character 
in California. 
W hat I want is cold weath­ 
er, so that I can test whether a Californian 
can stand it here with any satisfaction or 
not. 
The idea entertained by most Cali­ 
fornians is that they could not stand, w ith 
any degree of satisfaction, the severe cold 
weather of the Eastern and Northwestern 
States. 
This I believe to be an erroneous 
idea, for the few days of cold weather 
I 
have 
had the pleasure 
of 
enjoy­ 
ing here did not seem to affect me 
as much, in an unpleasant way, as it did 
some of the old residents. 
In fact, I 
rather liked it, enjoyed it ever so much, 
and only wish I may have an opportunity 
of experiencing more just like it, or colder 
for th a t matter. 
Another thing which 
struck me as peculiarly strange is the fact 
th at they have 


NO SALOONS 
In the town. 
A place of this size in Cal­ 
ifornia* would have at least twenty-five or 
thirty such places. 
Many old Californians 
would not like this ; they would feel as if 
they had been deprived of their rights and 
liberties, th at they had no place to go, 
where they could speild their evenings in 
an enjoyable mannrt' by investing their 
limited capital in a way that would bring 
them increased returns, tor it is said, and I 
believe very truthfully too, that by invest­ 
ing in a business-like way from fifteen to 
thirty cents, men become suddenly pos­ 
sessed of immense fortunes and wealth, in 
their minds, and they would think it bard 
to be deprived of this pleasure. 
There are many other things that I would 
like to say something about, but I have not 
the time at present to do so. 
I will reit­ 
erate, however, what I said at the begin­ 
ning, and I say it in all sincerity, that I 
feel 1 will be amply repaid anil compensated 
for all trouble and expense incurred in 
making this trip. 
I shall return fully sat­ 
isfied that California, w ith its varied cli­ 
mate, and possessing as it does all the 
requisites and resources of an empire or 
great nation, rich not only in its mineral 
but also m its agricultural and horticultural 
productions, some oi which are inexhausti­ 
ble, its iron, lead, copper, cinnabar, silver 
and gold, and other valuable minerals, its 
vast corn, barley and wheat fields, together 
with its great variety of fruit productions, 
the quality of which is not surpassed by 
any and equaled by but few countries 
known to civilization, has everything to 
make it one of the best countries to live in 
in the w orld. 
I have all the time been 
educated, or in some way perm itted myself 
to believe 
jn d many others are of the 
same miud—that we in California were 
only in a semi-civilized condition, th at we 
were to a degree barbarians, isolated, and 
consequently deprived of the benefits usu­ 
ally enjoyed by the inferior from asso­ 
ciating and mingling with those who possess 
niore intelligence, refinement and Chris­ 
tianized sentiments, all of which I find are 


ERRONEOUS IDEAS, 
And that to take the people of California 
as a mass, they will compare favorably 
with the people of any other country or 
nation. 
I was somew hat disappointed in 
the condition of improvements here. I ex­ 
pected to see better and more costly resi­ 
dences, both in the towns and country, and 
especially in the old settled, good agricult­ 
ural districts. 
Take the same character 
of districts in California, and as a rule 
they have better and more costly resi­ 
dences, while in the undeveloped districts, 
as a m atter of course, we are behind, for 
the reason that those who occupy the lands 
have not been on them long enough to make 
such improvements as they would like to, 
and as they 
will 
be 
able to do a 
few years hence. 
A t first I thought it 
strange th at it should be so, hut when 
I came to think over the m atter a 
little I could easily understand why it 
was so. 
Here they all have good, cosy 
comfortable homes, which, as a rule, have 
been built for a long time, and now that 
they have them they do not feel like de­ 
stroying them, in order to make an oppor­ 
tunity to build more costly ones. 
W hile 
in California, those who made farrring 
their vocation were, as a general thing, 
when they went upon and occupied their 
lands, too poor to build anything more 
than a very plain, common house to live 
in, until they became able to build a more 
comfortable and costly dwelling, and as a 
general thing they lived in their cheap and 
rudely-constructed abodes until they be­ 
came amply able .to build better ones, 
which they do in the latest improved style, 
without much'regard to expense. 
I have 
also learned that

The Com plainant Responds to the "R oad 
Supervisor." 
E ds. KecorD-Usion : In my communica­ 
tion of December 26th I certainly did not 
invite a conflict with the Road Supervisor of 
District 31, and still do not, as he does not 
know that superintenteuts and supervisors aie 
synonymous (as much so as mamma and 
mother are the same). I have not the pleas­ 
ure of an acquaintance with Pixley’s mule, 
as your correspondent from District 31 has, 
but my knowledge of the mule’s father is that 
he could explain the roads to Stockton with 
much more intelligence than the correspond­ 
ent from District 31. As to rushing into 
print, complaining about the impassable con­ 
dition of the roads, I said nothing about that. 
1 referred to the roads as being easily kept 
in order, aud have no doubt but that they are 
all in splendid condition—District 31 as good 
as my own district, which is kept in as good 
condition as anyone need want. 
My whole 
object was the good of the county, and to 
endeavor to lower the taxes levied upon the 
people, and to have taxation more practical, 
so that the county might receive all the ben­ 
efit of well-kept roads, with taxation reduced 
one-half. The counties adjoining Sacramento 
county—Solano and San Joaquin—collect a 
road tax of 82, and no doubt with as good re­ 
sults as Sacramento in collecting 84—as, for 
example, the United States Internal Revenue 
Department recommended the lowering of 
the tax on spirits from 82 a gallon to sixty 
cents, from which the Government realized 
a greater revenue. Collecting the 84 is im­ 
practicable. The two days’ work instead is 
without results, as fifty cents would pay for 
more work done than the two days’ work 
amounts to.

Your Road Supervisor is supposed to have a 
heart within him. 
He next comes to a camp 
of Chinamen and says, “ John, I want 84 for 
road tax.” 
“ I no have got,” says John. 
Supervisor—“ Come, John, 
give me the 
money. 
You no give me the money, the 
devil will get you.” John—“ Me no sabie 
deveil. 
Me sabie Georgie, me sabie Poole ; 
me no sahie deveil. Where he live ? W alnut 
Grove?” Supervisor—“ He lives everywhere. 
You no pay, he put you in the fire and burn 
you just now. 
He is out there in the bush.” 
The Chinaman flees to the mountains, and 
there is no money from him. The Supervisor 
ti.tn goes to our Postmaster and says, “ Mr. 
-——, I want 84 for your road tax. or else 
you must work on the road for two days.” 
M r. 
replies, “ I cannot work on the road. 
1 am compelled to keep the Postoffice open. 
But I suppose if you demand the 84, I will 
have to pay the money ; so here it is.” There 
is. in fact, no law compelling a man to do 
impossible things, and were this a test case 
before a United States Court.

No doubt 
the Court would hold that where a Postmas­ 
ter was compelled to keep his office open, a 
county could not compel him to work on a 
public road far two days, w:th no one to re­ 
ceive or deliver the mails. W hat we all wish 
is that our ckm ty Supervisors examine into 
this matter of working our roads in the most 
practical manner consistent with the good' 
government of the county.

V o ic e nt F is h e s .— S. E. Pool, in a late 
number of Nature, gives an account of an 
interesting observation of his own in sup­ 
port of the claim that fishes possess a fac­ 
ulty of voice. 
He states that, when en­ 
gaged in a survey of the Ifisang River in 
Eastern Assam some six years ago, he had 
occasion to sound the depth of a pool. 
When seated iu a small canoe and slowly 
nearing it, he suddenly became aware of 
the presence of a number of fish called 
“ mahsir.” 
They were evidently attract­ 
ed by the canoe, and Mr. Pool surmised 
that they might possibly think it a huge 
dead fish. 
W hile watching their move­ 
ments, he became aware of a peculiar 
“ cluck” or percussive sound—frequently 
repeated, ou all sides, and coming from 
below, but 
near by. 
This was 
soon 
traced to the mahsir, and one of them 
made distinct sounds which were answ ered 
by others. 
He further states 
th at in 
some parts of Eastern Assam a large bi­ 
valve sings in concert with others. 


N e w T u b e - C l e a n e r . — O f the great num­ 
ber of appliances for cleaning holier tubes, 
buth by scrapers and brushes, the latest 
and most novel machine is a revolving 
scraper, designed to he driven by steam. 
At the end of an iron pipe, that is at once 
handle and steam pipe, is fixed a rose­ 
shaped scraper. 
Inside the pipe is a helix, 
or wheel with curved wings, free to turn in 
the pipe and secured to the rose-head 
scraper. 
Steam is admitted to the lower 
end of the pipe through a flexible hose. A 
stop cock is provided to control the steam 
and the machine has two wooden handles 
for guiding the apparatus. 
The scraper is 
thrust into the tube to lie cleaned and 
steam is let into the apparatus, escaping 
at the end, causing the helical-wheel to re­ 
volve quickly. 
Air at the same time is 
draw n into tlie pipe and the miugled steam 
and air escape into the tube at the end. 
The wheel causes the scraper to revolve as 
it is pushed forward, the steam softens and 
loosens the dirt, driving it forward aud out 
at the other end of the tube. 
The nov­ 
elty of this device consists in giving a ro­ 
tary motion to the scraper by means of 
the steam jet. 
The apparatus, it is re­ 
ported, will enable one man to eleau one 
hundred tubes in about tw enty minutes, 
aud as the U'ork is done quickly, it may 
tie repeated every day at a material gain 
in the useful effect of the fuel. 
The idea 
seems to be one that could be applied to 
the cleaning of all kinds of flues, tubes and 
pipes, lor either gases, smoke or water. 
A P r e c o c io u s C e n t c r y - P i.a n t . — There 
is now (January) a fine century plant 
(Agave Americana) in full bloom, iu the 
conservatory of John lloey, at Hollywood, 
Long Branch, New Jersey. 
This plant is 
only twelve years old. 
The notion of this 
aloe only blooming when a hundred years 
old is simply a tradition of the elders. 
It 
all depends on the environment and chiefly 
temperature. 
Blooming at-the age of fifty 
years is common. 
To get the plant into 
bloom at twenty-five years is considered 
quite satisfactory by the gardeners, hut 
this instance of one flowering at twelve 
years, in a conservatory, must be accounted 
as unique. 


N e w C o l o r in g M a t t e r s . —The chem­ 
ists Savigny and Colincau have discovered 
a method of obtaining innocuous coloring 
m atter from the red cabbage. 
This sub­ 
stance is known ascaulme, and is useful iu 
painting, for printing fabrics and for dye­ 
ing. 
The process is as follows : Cut the 
interior of the cabbage and the stalks of 
the leaves in small pieces and place them 
in boiling water in the proportion of one 
aud a half kilogramme ot leaves to three 
liters of water. 
Tlie infusion is left about 
twenty-four hours to macerate, then the 
leaves are taken out and submitted to 
pressure to squeeze out the water, which is 
added to the liquid infusion. This cauliue 
is of a violet-blue color. 
It forms the base 
of 
a 
series 
of 
derivatives 
which 
constitute 
the 
precipitates 
of 
vari­ 
ous colors. 
For instance, to obtain aru- 
cauline, 
two grammes 
ot 
baryta are 
added to five hundred grammes ot cauline 
cold ; this produces a clear green dye. 
To 
obtain ehlorocalcicauline, which is a bluish 
green, one hundred grammes of anhydrous 
chloride of calcium are added to half a kilo­ 
gramme of cauline. 
A false bronze color 
is obtained by adding one hundred to five 
hundred grammes chloride manganese and 
five grammes baryta 
to 
five hundred 
grammes cauline ; this is called mangoeau- 
dine. Zincocarboeauliue, which is an ultra­ 
marine blue, is obtained by introducing 
forty grammes chloride zinc and twenty- 
five grammes carbonate soda to five hun­ 
dred grammes cauline. 


N e w D r a w i n g A p p a r a t u s . — A new ap­ 
paratus for assisting artists and draughts­ 
men in making drawings of buildings, 
landscapes, figures and otber irregular ob- 
jocts seen in perspective, employs a table 
made in two parts, one portion being of 
clear glass, the other of wood. 
The table 
is pivoted on a standard, so that it may be 
placed at any angle, and when in use is 
secured nearly upright in front of the ob­ 
ject to be copied, with the glass portion 
uppermost. 
From the lower end is sus­ 
pended a rod, th at may be raised or low­ 
ered at will, supporting a pantagraph, the 
tracing point of which rests on the glass, 
while the pencil rests on the wooden part 
of the table. 
From the frame th at sur 
rounds the glass extends an arm, bent at 
right angles, so as to bring the end in front 
of the glass. 
At the end of this arm is a 
small hole or sight. 
In use the apparatus 
is placed before the statue, building or 
other object to be sketched, and this arm is 
adjusted so th at when the eye is in sight, 
a view of the object Can be obtained 
through the glass. Drawing paper is placed 
on the wooden part of the table, and the 
pantagraph is adjusted so that the tracing 
point may be moved over the glass while 
the pencil moves over the paper. 
The 
operator, looking through the sight, causes 
the point to move over the glass in line 
with the object seen, following its outline 
and chief lines, while the pencil at the 
same time gives a reduced copy on the 
paper. ■ The apparatus appears likely to 
prove of some va'ue as an aid in making 
copies of statuary, figures and irregular 
buildings, as a preliminary in making more 
finished pictures. 
It may also prove of 
use in illustrating the principles of per­ 
spective in drawing classes.

A NATURAL CONSEQUENCE. 


I t is complained in San Francisco by the 
committee engaged in collecting subscrip­ 
tions for the Irish Famine Relief Fund, 
that irresponsible persons are reaping a con­ 
siderable harvest by going about person­ 
ating authorized collectors for the fund, 
and that the effect of this is to check the 
popular liberality. 
It always happens in 
cases of this kind that attem pts are made 
to “ w ork” the charitable movement by 
swindlers, and unhappily in some instances 
the affectation of authority even by those 
who were believed to possess regular cre­ 
dentials has not prevented the entertain­ 
ment of serious doubts as to the ultimate 
disposition of the collections. 
During the 
“ Fenian Republic ” agitation sundry fervid 
Celtic patriots are said to have lived in the 
tallest and richest of clover in New York, 
drinking champagne and eating canvas- 
back ducks ad libitum, upon the proceeds 
of the subscriptions which innocent ser­ 
vant maids and laborers too liberally 
advanced for the anticipated enfranchise­ 
ment of their native land. 
It is therefore 
not to be wondered at that so exceedingly 
strong a card as the Irish famine should 
now be made use of by the professional 
swindlers to line their own pockets, and 
the trick will probably prove so difficult of 
detection that it will be necessary to adopt 
some other method than th at of peripatetic 
collections. For no m atter what credentials 
the regular collectors are furnished with, 
the simplicity of a large class of subscrib­ 
ers will offer them an easy prey to the 
spurious agents, and the outcome will be 
to enrich the undeserving aud at the same 
time to give charity a severe strain. 
It is 
unfortunate that all appeals of this nature 
open the «loor so widely to fraud, and fraud 
of a character so extremely difficult to de­ 
tect and expose. 


THE 
NEGRO 
EXODUS. 


The inquiry into the negro exodus from 
the South has thus far brought out a great 
deal of coutiictmg testimony. 
Some of 
the witnesses insist that the movement 
was spontaneous, and that it had its origin 
in the ill-treatment of the negroes by the 
whites of the Southern States. 
Others are 
equally positive that pobtieal bulldozing 
had nothing to do with it, but that the 
negroes were enticed away by' smooth­ 
tongued emigration agents, who persuaded 
them that the Federal Government had 
undertaken to provide all of them with 
w-ork and food. 
W e have no doubt that 
the truth lies between these statements. 
There 
have 
been 
false 
representa­ 
tions, and there has been bulldozing, 
and 
both 
have had 
their 
influence 
on the exodus. 
It is even admitted 
by 
those 
who 
attribute 
the episode 
entirely to emigration agents, that there is 
a class of negroes at the South who have 
had their homes broken up, and who are 
consequently restless and nomadic. 
In 
many cases these men are no donbt the 
victims of political persecution. 
The at­ 
tem pt to deny the agency' of ill-treatment 
in the m atter is indeed preposterous. 
It 
would be as rational to assert that there 
has never been any bulldozing at the 
South. 
The negroes Lave in some cases 
been deceived into leaving their old homes, 
but it is questionable w hether the tem pt­ 
ers would have found such willing audi­ 
ence had not previous events caused the 
people to despair of maintaining their 


¿ r o u n d . 


Governor Davis has evidently not de­ 
cided upon a more positive course too soon. 
The situation in Main» is rapidly becom­ 
ing intolerable. 
The Fusionists have no 
legal standing whatever. 
They are neither 
more nor leas than a seditious mob, and 
they really owe such factitious importance 
as they possess to the reluctance of the 
Republicans to take stringent measures for 
their dispers&l. 
W hen the Snpreme Court 
decided every point against them their 
pretense of legitimacy vanished. 
They 
oeuld no longer profess to believe that they 
were justified iu maintaining their organ­ 
ization, an<l if they had not been controlled 
by the very madness of faction they would 
have abandoned their lost game aud gone 
home. There is reason to believe, however, 
th at their subsequent action has been due, 
in the main, to counsels from outside, and 
that they are being used by unscrupulous 
Democratic wire-pullers for the purpose of 
manufacturing an excuse for throwing out 
the electoral vote of Maine hereafter. 
The. 
Republicans, therefore, cannot af­ 
ford even 
to 
give 
the least color 
of 
recognition to 
their 
proceedings, 
and 
Governor 
Davis 
will 
doubtless 
find 
it necessary to 
put an end 
to 
the present anarchical state of affairs by 
causing the arrest of the Fusionist mem­ 
bers. 
The desire to avoid a collision with 
the supporters of the conspiracy is r.o doubt 
a commendable one, but it may easily 
degenerate into unjustifiable vacillation. 
There can be but one legal government in 
Maine, and the Supreme ( 'curt of the State 
has already declared the Republican gov­ 
ernment and Legislature to be legitimate. 
It follows, therefore, that the Fusionists 
are lawbreakers and seditionists ; th at the 
man who refuses to give up the great “eal 
of the State is in defiance of the law ; and 
that it is the duty of the authorities to 
suppress the sham Legislature, anil to take 
measures for punishing those who uphold 
it. 
And if this cannot be done without 
bringing on civil war, it is none the 
less necessary that it should be done, 
for the 
present 
situation 
is anarchy, 
and 
there 
can 
he 
no 
security 
for 
the 
people 
of 
Maine 
until 
it 
is 
ameniled. 
The Republicans have law and 
right on their side. 
They cannot be held 
responsible for the lawlessness of the 1 u- 
sionists, but they will be held accountable 
for the performance of their own duties. 
Governor Davis has sworn to ailminister 
the laws of Maine faithfully and fearlessly, 
and in order to do so he must put down all 
who attem pt to govern by illegal methods. 
The case has now reached a point from 
which there is ouly one way to advance. 
The Fusionists cannot be allowed to hold 
a sham Legislature, to address orders and 
prohibitions to the regular State officers, 
to tamper with the power of taxation, to 
set up a rival authority. 
To perm it these 
proceedings any longer would be to throw 
doubt upon the status of the Republican 
Government, aud therefore, no m atter what 
the consequences may be, the rump Legis­ 
lature ought to be broken up.

THE THURMAN ACT. 


THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT ON 
THE PACIFIC RAILROAD CASES. 


It is possible th at resolute action on the 
part of Governor Davis may convince the 
malcontents of the futility of resistance. 
W hether it does so or not, however, we 
can see no other practicable course. 
Re­ 
publican institutions are on their trial in 
Maine, hut the rightful wielders of author- 
itj' must not forget that it is their function 
to maintain the laws with all the power of 
the State, in case of necessity, and that 
there never can be a inore urgent situation 
than the present. 
The time for discussion 
has passed. 
The Fusionists have delib­ 
erately chosen to defy the supreme legal 
authority of the State. 
Divested by that 
authority of the last shadow of excuse 
for the maintenance of their position, 
they nevertheless 
doggedly 
hold 
on, 
as 
though 
they thought 
th at 
per­ 
sistence in an untenable attitude would 
somehow 
render 
it 
tenable. 
Every 
day th at they are left unmolested in this 
situation adds to the prevalent danger. 
The Republicans can have no further justi­ 
fication for inaction. 
Clearly no public- 
spirited or reasonable proceedings arc to be 
looked for from their opponents, and the 
only course remaining is a prompt and 
vigorous enforcement of the law. 
W e do 
not think it very probable that the sup­ 
porters of the Fusionists would in anycase 
venture upon force, for by so doing they 
would invite Federal interference, with the 
certainty that

exerted 
against them, while they have little or 
nothing to hope from the Democrats in 
Congress.

While h¡3 charges were starved and beaten 
and neglected, left in the winter [nights 
w ithout blankets, allowed to contract dis­ 
eases from sheer lack of cleanliness, and 
generally treated after the familiar but 
not popular style of 
Dotheboy’s Hall, 
this 
Superintendent, 
whose 
moial 
resemblance to 
Mr. Squeers 
is quite 
remarkable, fed on the best of every­ 
thing. 
The Shepherd's Fold is another in­ 
stance of charity thw arted and misapplied. 
The fellow who mismanaged it, a cauting 
rascal who made prayers by the hour at 
night, and beat and kicked poor little 
children during the day, had probably 
wormed himself into the confidence of the 
patrons of the institution by Ids pretense 
of sanctimony, and thus obtained a position 
which would enable h'ni to indulge the 
hypocrisy aud brutality which appear to he 
his leading characteristics. 
It is to be 
hoped that the Shepherd’s Fold will be 
abolished if it cannot bo made less of a 
hideous burlesque upon benevolence, and 
that the modern Squeers will be made to 
turn his energies into some less mischievous 
direction, seeing that lie cannot be hanged 
out of hand.

every s e n te n c e hitherto p ro n o u n c e il against 
his ministers has lieen executed, and how 
futile have been all the efforts to unearth 
the central organization, the Czar certainly 
has cause for feeling nervous and appre­ 
hensive as to the future. For all his power 
and dignity he is probably one of the most 
unhappy men in Europe to-day, and in the 
opinion of many thoughtful observers he 
is doomed.

BILL. 


A bill has been introduced by Mr. Gor­ 
ley for regulating the price of gaá iu cities 
of over 100,1)00 inhabitants. 
This bill is 
clearly 
unconstitutional, being 
special 
legislation of the most pronounceil type. 
The Constitution prohibits the enactment 
of special legislation in all cases “ where a 
“ general law can be made applicable.” 
As a m atter of course there can be no 
necessity for a special law regulating the 
price of gas for San Francisco. 
If it is de­ 
sirable to regulate the price of gas at all, it 
is desirable to regulate it everywhere 
throughout the State. 
Mr. Gorley pro­ 
poses that gas shall be sold in San Fran­ 
cisco at S2 per thousand feet. 
Why 
should the people of San Francisco have 
cheaper gas than the people of Sacramento, 
or 
Oakland, 
or 
Stockton, 
or 
San 
Jose, 
or Marysville, 
or 
any 
other 
place ? 
W hy should the gas companies 
of San Francisco be discriminated against 
iu this invidious manner ? If it is to be 
made a misdemeanor to manufacture gas 
in San Francisco, it should be made a 
misdemeanor to manufacture it anywhere. 
If capital invested in this business is to 
be raided upon, let the raid be indiscrim­ 
inate and im partial 
But there is really 
no reason why gas should be singled out 
for this kind qf crusade, even though the 
Constitution 
prescribes 
its 
regulation.

Iran unable to concur with the judgm ent of the 
Court in these cases, and will very b it fly state the 
grounds of niv dissent. 
I think th at Congress had no power to |>ass the 
Act of May 7, 1-878, either as it regards the Union 
Pac Ac or the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
The power of Congress, even over those sqbjects 
upon which it has the power to legislate, is not des­ 
potic, but is subject to certain constitutional limita, 
tione. 
One of these is th at no person shall be de­ 
prived of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law ; another is th at private property shill 
not be taken for public use without just compensation; 
and a third is th at the judicial power of the United 
States is vested in the Supreme and inferior Courts, 
and not in Congress. 
It seems to me th at the law in 
question is violative of all these restrictions— of 
their spirit a t least, if not of their le tte r; and a law 
which violates the spirit of the Constitution is as 
much unconstitutional as one that violates its letter. 
For example, although the Constitution declares 
only that private projKTty shall not be taken for 
public use w ithout ju st compensation, and does not 
expressly declare that it shall not be taken for pri­ 
vate use w ithout compensation ; or, in other words, 
does not declare th at the property of one jjersou 
shall not be taken from him aud given to another 
without com pensation; yet uo one can reasonably 
doubt th at a law which should do this would be un­ 
constitutional, because the prohibition to do it is 
within the spirit of the prohibition th at is given; it 
being the g re a u r enormity of ti c two. 


THE CONTRACT 
Between the Union and Central Pacific Railroad 
Companies and the Government was an executed 
contract and a definite one. 
It was in effect this : 
That the Government should loan the companies 
certain moneys, and th at the companies should have 
a certain period of time to rej>ay the am ount, the 
loan resting on the security of the companies’ 
works. 
Congress, by the law iu question, without 
any change of circumstances, and against the pro­ 
test of the companies, declares th at the money 
shill be paid at an earlier day, and that the contract 
shall be changed pro tanto. This is the substance 
and effect of the law. 
Calling the money paid a 
sinking fund makes no substantial difference. 
The 
prcteiiHe or excuse for the law is that the stipulated 
security is not good. 
Congress takes up the 
question, ex parte, discusses and decides it, passes 
ju d g m e n t and proposes to issue execution, and to 
subject the companies to heavy penalties if they do 
not comply. 
That is the plain English of the law. 
In view of the limitations referred to, has Congress 
the power to do this ? In my judgm ent it has not. 
The law virtually deprives the companies of their 
property without due process of law ; takes it for 
p ublie use w ithout compensation ; and operates as 
an exercise by Congress of the judicial power of the 
Government. That it is a plain aud 


FLAT VIOLATION OF THE CONTRACT 
There can be no reasonable doubt. 
But it is said 
th at Congress is not subject to any inhibition against 
passing laws impairing the validity of contiacts. 
This is true ; and the reason why the inhibition to 
th at effect was imposed upon the States and not 
upon Congress e\ idently was, th at the power to pass 
bankrupt laws should be exclusively vested in Con­ 
gress, in order that the bankruptcy system might be 
uniform throughout the United States. 
When the 
States exercised the power they often did it in such 
a m anuer as to favor their own citizens at the 
expense of the citizens of other States and of for­ 
eign countries. 
It was deemed expedient, therefore, 
to take the power from the States so far as it m ight 
involve the impairing the validity of contracts. 
State bankrupt laws, since the Constitution went 
into effect, have ouly been sustained when operating 
prospectively upon contracts, and then only in the 
absence of a national law. 
The inhibition referred 
to undoubtedly had its origin in these considera­ 
tions. 
It fully explains the fact that tio such inhibi­ 
tion was laid upon the National Legislature ; and 
the absence of such an inhibition, therefore, fur- 
uishcs 
N O «JR O U N D O F A R G F t h F N T 
In favor of the projMisition th at Congress may pass 
arbitrary and despotic laws with regard to contracts 
any more than with regard to any other subject- 
m attcr of legislation. 
The 
limitations already 
quoted exist in their full force, and apply to that 
subject as well as to all others. 
Th*. y embody the 
essential principles of Magna Charta, and are espe­ 
cially binding upon the legislative departm ent of 
the Government. 
Under the English Constitution, 
notwithstanding the theoretical omnipotence of Par­ 
liament, such a law as the one in question would not 
be tolerated for a moment. The famous denuncia­ 
tion that “ it would cut every Englishman to the 
bone ” would be promptly reiterated. 
It will not do to say that the violation of the con­ 
tract by the law in question is not a taking of prop­ 
erty. 
Iu the first place it is literally a tuking of 
property. 
It compels the companies to pay over to 
the Government, or its agents, money to which the 
Government is not entitled. That it will be entitled 
by the contract to a like am ount at some future 
time does not m atter. Time is a part of the con­ 
tract. 
To coeroe a delivery of the money is 


TO COERCE WITHOUT RIGHT 
A deliver}' of th at which is not the property o: the 
Government, but the property of the companies. 
It 
is needless to refer to the importance to the com­ 
panies of the time which the contract gives. 
If it 
be alleged th at the security of the governm ent re­ 
quires this to be done in consequence of waste or 
dissipation by the companies of the mortgage secu­ 
rity, th at is a question to be decided by judicial in­ 
vestigation with opportunity of defense. A prejudg­ 
m ent of the question by the legislative departm ent 
is a usurpation of the judicial power. 
But if it were not, as it is, an actual or physical 
taking of property ; if it were merely the subversion 
of the contract and the substitution ».f another con­ 
tract in its place, it would he a taking of property 
within the spirit of the constitutional provisions. 


A CONTRACT IS PROPERTY; 
To destroy it wholly, or to destroy it partially, is to 
take i t ; and to do this hy arbitrary legislative ac­ 
tion is to do it without due process of law. 
The case bears no analogy to the laws which were 
passed in tim e of war and public necessity, making 
treasury notes of the Government a legal tender. 
The power to pass those law4 was found in other 
parts of the Constitution ; in the power to borrow 
money o r the credit of the United átate», to regu­ 
late the value of money, to raise and supp )‘rt armies, 
to suppress insurrection, and to pans all laws ucees 
sary and proper for carrying into execution the gen­ 
eral powers of the Government. 
My views on that 
subject were fully expressed in the legal tender 
cases, reported iu 11 Wallace, and I have yet seen 
no reason to modify them . The legal-tender laws 
may have indirect I j affected contracts, but did not 
abrogate them. 
Tne case before us is totally differ­ 
ent. 
It is & direct abrogation of a cm tract—and 
that, too, of a contract of tne Government itself ; a 
repudiation of its own contract. 
Nor doe-i the ease in hand hear Any analogy to 
what arc familiarly know if as the “ Granger Cases," 
reported in 94 U. 8., under the names of Munn vs. 
Illinois, etc. The inquiry there was as to the extent 
of the police power iu cases where the public inter­ 
est is affected ; and we held that wh n an employ 
inent or business becomes a m a.ter of such public 
interest and im|»>rtance as to create a common 
charge or burden upon the citizen ; in other words 
when it becomes a practical monopoly, to which the 
citizen is com piled to resort, and by means of 
which a tribute can be exacted from the community, 
it is subject to regulation by ths legislative power. 
It is obvious th at Hie present case docs not belong 
to that category. 


r r Ifl AN INDIVIDUAL CAf»l OK PHIV \TS CON­ 
TRACT 


Between the companies and the Government. 
It is 
a question of dollars and cents, and terms and con­ 
ditions, in a particular case. To call the law an ex­ 
ercise of the pulics p oser wonld be a misuse of 
terms. 
Or. a t etreM, however, is laid upon the reservation 
in the charter of the right to amend, alter or rcj>eal 
the Act. 
A sa m atter c*f fact the rasen ati«n referred to 
really ha-4 no office iu an Act of Congress; for Con- 
g re* is not subject, as the States are, to the inhibi­ 
tion against fa c in g any law impairing the obliga­ 
tion of coutracts. 
It has become so much tl o 
custom to insert it in all chirlen» at the pres* nt day 
that its original intent and purpo-e arc cometimos 
forgptten. 
hince, however, it is lontaiued in the 
charter of the Union P*c*fic Railroad Company, it is 
proper th at its meaning and effect should be ad­ 
verted to.

GREATLY MI8UNDER8TOOD. 
Ii is a sort of proviso peculiar to America*! legisla­ 
tion, giow ing ou t of the decision of the Dartm outh 
College case. 
Mr. Justice Story, in his opinion in 
that case (4 W heaton. 675), says: 
“ When 
a 
private eleemosynary corporation is thus created by 
the charter of the crown, it is subject to n o o tlu r 
control on the part of the crown than what is ex­ 
pressly or impliedly reserved by the charter itself. 
Unless a power be reserved for this purpose, the 
crown cannot, in virtue of its prerogative, without 
the consent of the corporation, alter or amend the 
charter, 
or 
divest 
the 
corporation 
of 
any 
of 
its franchises.” 
This hint, 
th at such a 
reservation 
would 
authorize an alteration or 
amendment 
to be 
made 
in 
a charter 
has 
been freely availed of by legislatures aud C onstitu­ 
tional Conventions iu order to be freed from the 
constitutional restriction against 
im pairing the 
validity of contracts, so far as it applied to charters 
of incorporation. The application of th at restric­ 
tion to such charters, by construing tfiem to be 
contracts within the meaning of the Constitution, 
was a surprise to many statesmen and jurists of the 
country. 
Chief Justice Marshall, indeed, in his 
opinion in th at case, say s: 
“ It is more than 
possible th at the preservation of rights of this de­ 
scription was not particularly in tbe view of the 
framers of the Constitution, when the clause under 
consideration was introduced into the instrum ent.” 
(4 W heat., 644.) Probably in view of this somewhat 
unexpected application of the clause, operating, as 
it did, to deprive the States of nearly all legislative 
control over corporations of their own creation, the 
Courts have given libiral construction to the reser­ 
vation of power to alter, amer.d. and repeal a char­ 
ter ; and have sustained some acts of legislation 
made under such a reservation which are at least 
questionable. 


NO RESERVED RIGHT TO VIOLATE A CONTRACT. 
In my judgm ent the reservation is to be inter­ 
preted as placing the State Legislature back on the 
same platform of power and control over the char­ 
ter containing it as it would have occupied had the 
const.tutional restriction about 
contracts never 
existed ; and I think the reservation effects nothing 
more. 
It certainly canuot be interpreted as reserv­ 
ing a right to violate a contract at will. 
No Legis­ 
lature ever reserved such a right in any contract. 
Legislatures often reserve the right to term inate a 
continuous 
contract 
at 
w ill; 
but never to 
violate 
a 
contract, 
or 
change 
its 
terms 
w ithout 
the- 
consent 
of 
the 
other 
party. 
The reserved 
power 
in 
question 
is 
simply 
that of legislation ; to alter, amend or repeal a char­ 
ter. This is very different from the power to violate 
or to alter the term s of a contract at will. 
A reser­ 
vation of power to violate a contract, or alter it, or 
im pair its obligation, would be repugnant to the 
contract itself, and void. 
A proviso repugnant to 
the granting part of the deed or the enacting part of 
a statute is void. 
Interpreted as a reservation of 
the right to legislate, the reserved power is sustain­ 
able on sound principles; but interpreted as the re­ 
serva ion of a right to violate an executed contract, 
it is not sustainable. 
The question then comes back to the extent of the 
power to legislate. 
But th at is a re6tric‘ed power 
restricted by* other constitutional provisions to 
which reference has already been made. Certainly 
the Legislature cannot in a charter of Incorporation 
or in any other Law, rtserve to itself any greater 
powers of legislation than the Constitution itself 
concedes to it. 
It seems to me clear, therefore, that 
the power reserved cannot authorize 
A FLAT ABROGATION OF THE CONTRACT 
By Congress, because, as before shown, such ail ab­ 
rogation would be a violation of those clauses w hich 
inhibit the taking of property without process of 
law and without compensation. 
It may be said th at by reason of the reserved 
power to alter and repeal a charter, this Court has 
sustained Legislati e Acts imposing taxes from 
which the corporation by the charter was exempted. 
This is true. 
But the imposition of taxes is pre­ 
eminently 
an 
act 
of 
legislation. 
Its 
tem ­ 
porary 
suspension, 
conceded 
in 
a 
charter, 
is 
a 
suspension 
of 
the 
legislative 
power 
pro tanto. 
Being such, a reservation of the right 
to legislate, or, which is the same thing, to alter, 
amend, or repeal the cha* ter, necessarily includes 
the right to resume the power of taxation. 
The 
same observations apply to the regulation of fares 
and freig h ts; for this is a branch of the police 
power applicable to all coses which involve a com­ 
mon charge upon the people. 
I conclude, therefore, that the power reserved to 
alter, amend and repeal the char er of the Union 


P a c i f i c Railroad Company is no t sufficient to author­ 
ize the passage of the law in question. 


DANGER AHEAD. 
I will only add, further, th at the initiation of this 
species of legislation by Congress is well calculated 
to excite alarm. 
It has the effect of announcing to 
the world, 
and 
giving 
it 
to be understood, 
th at this Government does not consider itself 
bound by its engagements. 
It sets the example of 
repudiation of Government obligations. 
It strikes 
a blow at the public credit. 
It asserts the principle 
that might makes right. 
It saps the foundations of 
publ c 
morality. 
Perhaps, however, these are 
considerations more properly to be addressed to 
the legislative discretion. 
But when forced upon 
the attention by what, in my judgm ent, is an un­ 
constitutional exercise of legislative power, they 
have a more than ordinary weight and significance.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


B e w a r e of a ll im ita tio n s in R o c k & R y e 
Gee. W . C hesley, sole ag en t. 


A correspondent of the R ecoud-Union, 
writing from Howland Flat, Sierra county, 
under date of January 20th, gives these 
details of the late accident there. 
He 
says : 
During the afternoon of the 19th 
instant a blast of 12 pouuds of giant pow­ 
der had been set off’ iu the top section of 
the Bonanza shaft, which is down 102 feet, 
to connect with the lower section of the 
shaft, which is up 254 feet, the two sec­ 
tions having been brought very near to­ 
gether, as had been previously ascertained 
by bounding. 
Three men were on the 
ground at the mouth of the shaft on the 
mountain when the blast was set olf, but 
one, being sick, went home. 
A lter wait­ 
ing half an hour or so for the gas and 
smoke to clear away, John A. McDonald, 
one of the two men 
left, determined 
to 
go 
down 
the ladder, 
though I 
D. Davis, 
the 
other 
man, 
strongly 
urged 
him 
not 
to 
do 
so, 
as 
he 
(Davis) had already been down part way 
and had been oblig d to return on account 
of the gas aud smoke. 
Regardless of this 
remonstrance McDonald went down and 
stirred up the debris occasioned by the 
blast. 
He immediately signaled to Davis 
to be hoisted, but on being hoisted about 
fifteen feet fell out of the hoisting tub, 
being insensible as is supposed. 
Davis 
then went down the ladder to render assist­ 
ance, but could not endure the gas and 
smoke. 
He ascended and went with all 
haste down the mountain to the Bonanza 
Company's works, half a mile distant, for 
help. 
Crowds of men immediately ran up 
the mountain to render all the assistance 
in their power. 
William Lucas descended 
the ladder, but soon called for help as he 
was fainting ; then George E. liolfe de­ 
scended, and then Antone Brown and D. 
B. Russel went down, but Russel soon re­ 
turned, bringing out with him Brown, who 
was 
insensible, 
but 
soon 
recovered. 
Charles 
Hughes 
was 
now’ 
lashed to 
the hoisting tub and let down. 
In the 
meantime air had been forced into the shaft 
with a pair of bellows and a rubber hose. 
Hughes succeeded iu sending out the three 
men, one after another, but when raised to 
the surface they were found to be dead. 
The three w’ere found embracing each other 
at the bottom of the shaft. 
Hughes now 
signaled to be hoisted, but when up the 
shaft about fifty feet the hoisting gear gave 
way and he was precipitated to the bottom 
of the shaft, calling out w hile going down, 
“ Oh, boys!” several times. 
J. M. ISkin- 
ner was now let down by a rope to render 
assistance to Hughes, whom he succeeded 
in bringing out alive, but sadly though 
not fatally injured, according to the opin­ 
ion 
of 
Dr. 
Mussey, who 
had been 
telephoned to, and w as soon on the ground. 
Hughes has no bones broken, and is in a 
fair way to recover. 
The killed are John 
A. McDonald, a native of Nova Scotia, 
aged 22 years ; George E. Rolfe, a native 
of Nova Scotia, aged 25 years, and William 
Luras, a native of Sierra county, Cal., 
aged 20 years. It wasabont 5 o’clock p. M. 
when the iir.-t man fell into the shaft, and 
about 8 o’clock p. m. when Hughes suc­ 
ceeded in sending out the three dead 
bodies. 
In addition to the casualties 
already mentioned, a number of other men 
who went down the shaft came out, or 
were brought out, in nearly an insensible 
condition, and had to be carried home. 
Parties have left to-day with McDonald’s 
body 
for 
San 
Francisco, 
where 
his 
relatives 
reside. 
The 
bodies of 
the other 
two 
will 
be 
buried 
here 
to-morrow. 
Alexander 
McNee, 
the 
Superintendent of the mine, was in the 
diggings when the alarm was given, but 
immediately went to the scene of the dis­ 
aster and rendered all the assistance in Ins 
power. 
To-day all business is suspended, 
and a gloom such as never has heretofore 
prevailed in these parts has settled over 
this entire commuuity. 
The 
Bonanza 
Company are indefatigable in their efforts 
to relieve the distress of the bereaved 
friends and relatives of the deceased. The 
killed were all able-bodied and intelligent 
young men, and their loss is deeply and 
sincerely deplored by all.

TERRIBLE 
A CC iJEJT. 


A correspondent of the R e c o rd -U n io n , 
w riting froul H ow land Flat, Sierra county, 
under date of Jan u ary 20th, gives these 
details of th e late accident there. 
H e 
says : 
During th e afternoon of the 19th 
in stant a blast of 12 pounds of giant pow­ 
der had been set off iu the top section of 
the Bonanza shaft, which is dow n 102 feet, 
to connect w ith the lower section of the 
shaft, which is up 254 feet, the tw o sec­ 
tions having been brought very near to­ 
gether, as had been previously ascertained 
by bounding. 
T hree men were on the 
ground at the m outh of the shaft on the 
m ountain when th e blast was set off, but 
one, being sick, w ent home. 
Al ter w ait­ 
ing half an hour or so for the gas and 
smoke to clear aw ay, John A. M cDonald, 
one of th e tw o men 
left, determ ined 
to 
go 
down 
the 
ladder, 
though 
L. 
D. 
Davis, 
th e 
other 
man, 
strongly 
urged 
him 
not 
to 
do 
so, 
as 
he 
(Davis) had already beeu down part way 
and had been oblig- d to return on account 
of the gas aud smoke. 
Regardless of this 
rem onstrance M cDonald « c u t down and 
atin x d up the debris occasioned by the 
blast. 
He im m ediately signaled to Davis 
to be hoisted, b ut on being hoisted abuut 
fifteen feet fell out of the hoisting tub, 
being insensible as is supposed. 
Davis 
then w ent down th e ladder to render assist­ 
ance, but could not endure the gas aud 
smoke. 
H e ascended and w ent w ith all 
haste down the m ountain to the Bonanza 
Com pany's w orks, half a mile distant, for 
help. 
Crowds of men im m ediately ran up 
the m ountain to render all the assistance 
in th eir power. 
W illiam Lucas descended 
the ladder, b u t soon called for help as he 
was fainting ; then George E. Rolfe de­ 
scended, and th en A utone Brown and D. 
B. Russel w ent down, bu t Russel soou re­ 
turned, bringing out w ith him Brown, who 
was 
insensible, 
b u t 
soon 
recovered. 
Charles 
H ughes 
was 
now 
lashed to 
the hoisting tu b and let down. 
In the 
m eantim e air had been forced into the shaft 
w ith a pair of bellows and a rubber hose. 
H ughes succeeded in sending out the three 
men, one after another, hu t when raised to 
the surface they w ere found to be dead. 
The three were found embracing each other 
a t the bottom of the shaft. 
H ughes now- 
signaled to he hoisted, bu t when up the 
shaft about fifty feet th e hoisting gear gave 
way anil he was precipitated to the bottom 
of the shaft, calling out while going down, 
“ Oh, b o y s!” several tim es. 
J . M. Skin­ 
ner was now let dow n by a rope to render 
assistance to Hughes, whom he succeeded 
in bringing out alive, b ut sadly though 
not fatally injured, according to the opin­ 
ion 
of 
I)r. 
M ussey, who 
had been 
telephoned to, and was soon on the ground. 
H ughes has no bones broken, and is in a 
fair way to recover. 
The killed are John 
A. M cDonald, a native of Nova Scotia, 
ageil 22 years ; George E, Rolfe, a native 
of Nova Scotia, aged 25 years, and W illiam 
Luras, a native of Sierra county, Cab, 
aged 20 years, i t was about 5 o’clock p. m. 
when the first man fell into the shaft, and 
about 8 o’clock p. m. when H ughes suc­ 
ceeded in sending out the three dead 
bodies. 
In addition to the casualties 
already m entioned, a num ber of other men 
who w ent down the shaft came out, or 
were brought out, in nearly an insensible 
Condition, and had to be carried home. 
P arties have left to-day w ith M cD onald’s 
body 
for 
San 
Francisco, 
where 
his 
relatives 
reside. 
The 
bodies 
of 
the 
other 
two 
will 
he 
buried 
here 
to-morrow. 
A lexander 
McNee, 
the 
Superintendent of the mine, was in the 
diggings w’hen th e alarm w-as given, hut 
im m ediately w-ent to the scene of the dis­ 
aster and rendered all th e assistance in his 
power. 
To-day all business is suspended, 
aud a gloom such as n ev er has heretofore 
prevailed in these parts has settled over 
this entire com m uuity. 
The 
Bonanza 
Company are indefatigable in th eir efforts 
to relieve th e distress of the bereaved 
friends and relatives of the deceased. 
The 
killed were all able-bodied and intelligent 
young men, and th eir loss is deeply and 
sincerely deplored by ell.

OF INTEREST TO WOMEN. 


There are nine women in the London 
School Board. 
In icing cakes it will be well to dip the 
knife often into cold water. 
Platinam and gold are often used in com­ 
bination in jewelry and in the setting of 
diamonds. 
Salt extracts the juices of meat in cook­ 
ing. 
Steaks ought therefore not to be 
salted u n til they have been broiled. 
Designs of birds wrought with peacock 
and other feathers, in natural colors, on 
canvas, are among novelties in fancy 
needlework. 
Catherine de Medicis is quoted as having 
asserted that the highest thing to be said 
in praise of a woman :s that she can cook 
a good dinner. 
The newest form of women's neck wear 
in Duchesne lace is a half necklace which 
rivals the lockets and bows in web work 
which were popular last season. 
A new contrivance for bolding cut flow­ 
ers is of fr : ted glass, and represents an 
open parasol suspended by little chains in 
the window or from the chandelier of the 
drawingroom. 
The Normans arc credited with reviving 
round dances in the twelfth century ; the 
Bohemians with inventing the redowa, the 
Poles the polka, and the Hungarians the 
mazourka and galop. Tin cotillion 13 at 
least as old as the time of Louis XIV. 
The Srimtific X nrs says that writing 
which has become faded and illegible by 
time may in most cases be restored by first 
going over the surface with a sponge and 
warm'water, then passing o ver the writing 
with a pencil moistened with a weak solu­ 
tion of sulphide of ammonium. 
Crushed and defaced velvet can oftep he 
restored to its original appearance by hold­ 
ing the wrong side over boiling water until 
the steam causes the flattened pile to rise : 
or the wrong side may be thoroughly damp­ 
ened and then drawn several times quickly 
across the face of a hot flat-iron. 
Byron is credited with having called 
Madame de Stael, the briiliauey of whose 
conversation gained a world-wide fame, a 
“ society avalanche,” because of the rapid­ 
ity with which she spoke. Shelley, for 
the same reason, said that “ in order to 
follow her one had to convert oneself into 
an organ of hearing.'’ 
An attractive floral ornament for house 
decoration in winter consists of a round 
mass of dried moss held in shape by a fine 
wire, one end of which forms a loop. In 
the moss are stuck any and all varieties of 
ferns, and when this is suspended by a 
bright-clored ribbon passed through the 
wire loop, it presents a pleasing effect. 
Now that draperies are in great demand 
for curtains, lambrequins and portieres, a 
comparatively inexpensive material for this 
use will be much sought for. Such a 
fabric is called the “ fashion drapery.” 
It is sixty-two inches wide, which permits 
the making of mantel lambrequins without 
piecing. As it is finished on both sides, 
it is especially suitable for portieres. 
The Carpet Trade Review says : 
“ Ta­ 
pestry as male at the present time in Persia, 
Turkey, and the tapestry manufactories of 
Prance, consists of woollen or other threads 
sewed on the strings of the warp by means 
of small shuttle needles. The Persian car­ 
pet is formed by knotting into the warp 
tuft after tuft of woollen yarn, over each 
row of which a woof shot is passed, the 
fingers being employed instead of the 
shuttle-needles. 
In Loth methods t'ue 
principle is the same. Both are formed in 
looms of very simple construction ; the 
warp threads are arranged 111 parallel order, 
whether upright or horizontal, aud the 
fabric and pattern are produced by colored 
threads hand-wrought upon the warp. 
This may be designated the needlework 
method ; it nukes but one stitch at a time. 
Jleal Persian carpets are seldom longer 
than hearth rugs ; very many of them are, 
moreover, much tarnished by exposure in 
the bazaars. To render them more salable 
they are cleaned. This is done by cropping 
the surface, which in some cases is shaved 
close to the knot; hence, most of those 
brought hither are devoid of their original 
depth of pile aud richness.” 


NEW STAGE FOR THEATERS. 


TEE EUCALYPTUS AND PINE. 


At a recent meetiug of the Social Science 
Congress, at Manchester, England, Mr. C. 
T. Kingzett read an interesting paper on 
the subject of the above title before the 
health section of that body. He referred 
to the old theory that the admitted san­ 
itary powers of the “ fever-tree” were due 
to its drainage properties, and held that 
this hypothesis lacked evidence, and even 
at its best was of a negative character. He 
argned that the superiority of the euca­ 
lyptus as a means of drainage would be 
measured by the proportion in which its 
rate of growth exceeds that of other trees, 
-and affirmed that this was quite inadequate 
to account for its extraordinary fever-de­ 
stroying properties. 
Other trees planted 
in malarial districts do not free them from 
the disease, from which the author infers 
the action of the eucalyptus is of a positive 
type. The conclusion to which he comes 
is, that the eucalyptus, and also the pine, 
exert a beneficial influence in virtue of the 
volatile emanations arising from them. He 
finds that eucalyptus amyffdalina yields 
from 3 to (i poumu of oil from 1U0 pounds 
of its leaves ; and that this oil is practically 
identical in composition with the oil of 
turpentine derived from pine trees, and 
with most of the so-called essential oils 
or perfumes. These oils, when submitted 
to the action of atmospheric oxygen and 
moisture, produce peroxide of hydrogen 
and a number of camphoraceous sub­ 
stances having decided antiseptic proper­ 
ties. He makes a calculation to show the 
enormous amount of these emanations. 
Taking, for example, New South Wales 
and South Australia, he shows that the 
eucalyptus forests of these districts con­ 
tain, as any given moment, sufficient oil in 
their leaves (ready to be given off into the 
atmosphere by the agency of warm winds) 
to form by contact with the atmosphere 
over 92,000,000 tons of peroxide of hydro­ 
gen, and over 507,000.000 tons of cam­ 
phoraceous principies. From the exalted 
oxidizing power of peroxide of hydrogen, 
which greatly exceeds that of ordinary 
oxygen, and the readiness with which sub­ 
stances of animal and vegetable origin are 
oxydized, and from the well-known anti­ 
septic properties of the camphoraceous 
substances above named, Mr. Kiu_zett con­ 
cludes that the sanitary virtue of the 
eucalyptus must, without doubt, be 
ascribod to the active chemical operation 
of its emanations. 
What is true of euca­ 
lyptus must also be true of the pine, and 
011 an immensely larger scale, since pine 
forests are widely distributed over both 
hemispheres, and the oil of turpentine, 
which is a natural product of the pine, 
undergoes the same chemical changes in the 
atmosphere as the oil of eucalyptus. 


F irf. sorf.ex for F orges.— The intense 
heat to which men working in forges and 
furnaces are exposed is often more exhaust­ 
ing than their labor, and various kinds of 
guards and fire-screens have been tried 
with more or less effect. 
A new form of 
screen, or apron, recently brought out, 
. employs two large sheets of thin metal riv­ 
eted together at the ed.es and leaving a 
narrow space between them. To the top 
is fastened a hose that brings cold water to 
the apron, completely filling it, while a sec­ 
ond hose conveys away the water from the 
bottom. In operation the apron is kept 
constantly filled with running water that 
absorbs all the heat, making an effective 
guard against the fire and materially cool­ 
ing the air of the place. The apron is hung 
by chains from an overhead railway, so 
that it can be moved away when not 
needed. It is also quite flexible, and may 
be bent or pushed one side by hand, as the 
work requires. The water escapes from 
the apron quite hot, and may be used for 
toiler feed water or for other purposes 
¿about the works. 


Among the fine arts none has passed 
through more important changes within 
the past few years than stage art. Dra­ 
matic representation now concerns itself 
w ith every phase of life, and aims to pro­ 
duce on the stage pictures as true to na­ 
ture as possible. Instead of painted cur­ 
tains, called “ flats,” and sidescenes or 
“ wings,” we now have elaborately built-up 
scenes representing both interior and ex­ 
terior views of every shape and proportion. 
This has compelled the use of “ set-scenes,” 
a built-up scenery supported by ropes and 
braces in place of grooves, as in the older 
theaters. 
This implies a great deal of 
labor in changing the scenes between 
acts, and this in turn implies a loss of time, 
keeping the audience waiting and suspend­ 
ing the interest of the story. To obviate 
all this and alioiv of ample time for setting 
the scenes, a new stage, now erecting in 
one of the theaters of this city, em­ 
ploys a large elevator having three floors, 
two of which are stages, each with 
entirely separate sets of scenery. 
In 
erecting the double stage, a space about 8.54 
meters (28 feet) by 12.15 meters (40 feet) 
and 19.82 meters (65 feet high) was in­ 
closed and. roofed over. In the wail, next 
the audience room or hall, is cut the pros­ 
cenium arch, (>.30 meters (20 feet) high, 
and 7.32 meters (24 leet) wide, the bottom 
of the opering being 7.63 me tel s (25 feet) 
above the Ü >or of the cellar, or bottom of 
the stage sjcice, aud the top about as far 
below the roof of the stage. In the stage 
space are placed four floors, the lowest 
resting 011 the bottom of the cellar, the 
second at the level of the proscenium, 
opening and forming a part of the stage 
extending out into the hall, aud making 
the front of the stage proper. The third 
floor is just above the proscenium arch, 
while the fourth floor is higher still, next 
the roof. In each of the three upper 
floors is an opening, 6.71 meters by 9.16 
meters (22 by 31 fctt), extending from the 
cellar to the roof, and forming the wall of 
the elevator. The elevator itself is hung 
on steel ropes, passing over sheaves sup­ 
ported near the roof on massive timber- 
work, aud carries three floors, two of 
these being stages placed one over the 
other, and the third taking the place of the 
rigging loft or “ gridiron” in ordinary 
theaters. In operation it is designed to use 
the elevator in this manner. Suppose the 
first act of the play requires a set scene. 
The elevator is lowered till the first floor 
rests at the bottom of the cellar, the sec­ 
ond floor making the actual stage seen by 
the audience. Ou this stage the play pro­ 
ceeds, while below, in the cellar, the car­ 
penters are preparing the scenery for the 
next act. At the end of the first act the 
curtain is lowered, and the elevator is 
raised, carrying the stage j 1st used, with 
all its set scenery, furniture and properties, 
up to the third floor, and bringing the stage 
below, with all its scenes and properties in 
place, up to the second floor, or level with 
the presejnium. This movement is esti­ 
mated to require not more than ninety 
seconds, and the curtain will be at 
once raised and the play will proceed 
without detention. 
During the second 
act the carpenters on the third floor 
remove the scenery 
and 
furniture, 
and set the scenes for the third act. At 
the end of the second act the curtain comes 
down and the elevatoria lowered, the stage 
just used going into the cellar, and the 
stage above coming down into place all 
ready for use, the operation not requiring 
more than a minute or a minute aud a half. 
In some instances, when the action of the 
story proceeds from the top of a bridge or 
building to the stream or road below, or 
vice versa, the bridge or interior together 
with all the scenes, properties, and actors, 
is bodily raised or lowered in full sight of 
the audience—one act being joined to the 
next without a gap, very much as scones 
are changed in the older theaters, except 
that in this case the furniture, actors, and 
the stage itself, are changed at the same 
time. Entire scenes are often raised from 
the cellar or lowered from the lofts in 
many theaters, hut this is the first attempt 
to make a movable stage, aud the practical 
working of the apparatus will be watched 
with the greatest interest. The apparatus 
is patented.

The mackerel, which commercially ranks 
next to the cod among salt-w ater tishes, is 
also partial to a coot iiome, though it is 
found somewhat further south than the 
coa. 
Like the last named tisli, it seeks 
very cold water in which to spawn, pre­ 
ferring that of which the temperature is 
but little above the freezing-poiut. 
In­ 
stead of enjoying cold water all the year 
round, however, as the cod seems to do, 
there is a possibility that the mackerel 
hibernates. .Seeking a soft muddy or study 
bed at the approach of winter, it buries 
itself therein, first drawing a scale or film 
over each eye. 
W hether this film is an 
ajMilogy for a night cap, or the result of a 
dropping of the eyelid through extreme 
drowsiness, or due to providential de­ 
sign, or development according to en­ 
vironment, a la Darwin, is y et to be 
decided ; but the existence of such a 
covering to the eye during hibernation has 
been proved by examination of mackerel 
which have been dragged from their com­ 
fortable couches by the dredges of in­ 
trusive scientists. 
It is not impossible 
that it may yet, be dissevered tnat the 
film is the result of disea-e, and th at the 
muddy bottom is resorted to, not as winter 
quarters, but as a hospital where “ earth 
cure ” is practiced as a specialty. W hether 
sick or only sleepy, however, the mackertl 
has au intense aversion to a cold bed, so 
in selecting a resting place he avoids 
ground over which salt ice is likely to 
drift, and drizzle its chilling w ater down­ 
ward. 
How tile tisli arrives at certainties 
and probabilities on this subject is some- 
thiug that no fellow not a mackerel can 
find out, but the dredge has never found 
one of these fish in localities where salt ice 
melts. 
The mackerel is quite a sociable fish 
among those of its msn blood, moving al­ 
ways in great families or schools. 
When 
it comes inshore from the deep sea it is al­ 
ways with au innumerable conq a iy, which 
seems to move with a sort of regimental 
front, and wheeling from left to right, the 
point d'appui being that portion of the 
shore, naturally the southermost that it 
frequents, where earliest in the season the 
fresh-water fish return to their native 
streams. 
The mackerel’s shoreward move­ 
ments are not always due to its own hun­ 
ger, but frequently to that of the tunny 
and other predacemiB fish which are fond 
of fresh mackerel. 
The discreetness of the 
fish tinder such circumstances is liivhly 
praised by scientists, and is cheerfully rt c­ 
ognized by the honest fishermen, who wi 1 
come the fugitives heartily upou their a r­ 
rival. and care for them so effectively tl at 
when next the tooth of the tormentor 
threatens them it will be unfelt and 
uncared 
for. 
The 
means 
of 
wel­ 
coming 
the 
mackerel 
are 
several— 
stJns, 
nets, 
weirs, 
and spoous 
being 
as effective as the hook. 
The success ot 
the last-named implement is due to the 
plebeian habits of the fish while dining. 
It seldom bites, nor does it prolong the 
enjoyment of a choice delicacy by nib­ 
bling, but it vulgarly swallows at a single 
gulp w hatever is set before it. 
Selecting 
its rood by appearance instead of tlavor, it 
is not wonderful that a piece of red tlan- 
nel, a bright “ spoon,” or even a bare fish­ 
hook, inay seem worth taking. 
W hat dis­ 
appointed fishermen on “ the B anks” are 
pleased to term the (qualified) fastidious­ 
ness of the fish seems to contradict this 
statem ent of the mackerel’s gustatory hab­ 
its, but the apparent capriciousness with 
which these lisli appear and disappear at a 
vessel’s side is due to tem perature instead 
of taste. 
Lying at a depth of perhaps two 
hundred fathoms, in cool water, the fish 
hurry to the surface for the chopped bait 
which fishermen throw overboard to attract 
them ; the surface water, however, is gen­ 
erally too warm to be endured for more 
than a few moments, and they burry back 
home as soon as comfort becomes more de­ 
sirable than food. 
When the mackerel disappear—which 
they do frequently during the season, and 
afterward for a long tim e—they seek for 
depth rather than distance. 
They remain 
off the coast, but far this side of the tJulf 
Stream, throughout the warm season, but 
in water sufficiently deep to meet their 
views in point of temperature. 
Tiiey 
often lie in vast schools within a mile or 
less of equally numerous herring, for 
which lish the mackerel has a yearning 
th ro a t: but while the mackerel are two 
hundred fathoms down, the herring are 
within fifteen or tw enty fathoms of the 
surface. 
Between these two zones, a dis­ 
tance of only a few seconds, mackerel 
time, the water is too warm to permit 
even a hungry mackerel to enjoy the pleas­ 
ures of the chase, so these life-long ene­ 
mies remain within sight of each other in 
a state of truce, until the coming of cold 
weather.—[ Harper’s Magazine for January.

W ashington, January 24th.—The Demo­ 
cratic members of the Hou-e Committee on 
W ays and Means privately hold an im portan1 
conference yesterday, with a view to^ deter­ 
mining whether or not a general tariff bill 
should be reported this se-siun. 
I he senti­ 
m ent expressed was decidedly against framing 
any comprehensive bill, but there was con­ 
siderable disposition manifested in favor of 
making some changes in existing tariff rates 
by means of a separate hill, leaving each 
change that a m ajority of the committee may 
agree to recommend to take its chances in the 
House upon its individual merils. The adop­ 
tion of this plan will in a large measure pre­ 
clude log-rolling combinations, which hereto­ 
fore have had great influence in tariff legisla­ 
tion, and will greatly diminish the num ber of 
possible chances. 
_ 
Representative D aggett is preparing a bill 
to provide for the relinquishm ent to the Gen­ 
eral Government of all unsold sixteenth ami 
thirty-sixth sections heretofore granted to 
Nevada for school purposes, and for a grant 
in lieu thereof of two million acres of non­ 
mineral lands, to be selected by the State, in 
tracts of any size, from unoccupied United 
States lands within her border. 
The lands 
heretofore donated aggregate between three 
and a half and four million acres, but owing 
to their mountainous situation, or desert 
character, only about one hundred thousand 
acres have yet been sold, and consequently 
the school fund has derived scarcely any ben­ 
efit from the grant. 
I t is believed, however, 
th at if the State be allowed to take up sage­ 
brush lands in large tracts, they can be soid 
to good advantage to parties who will under­ 
take to utilize them by irrigation, but who 
would not incur the expense and risk of a t­ 
tem pting to bring w ater upon widely-sepa­ 
rated small tracts. 
The last Nevada Legisla­ 
ture passed a bill authorizing the proposed 
exchange to be made whenever Congress 
■agrees to it. 
Tlie Commissioner of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office has also expressed himself 
in favor of the proposition, and will recom­ 
mend the passage of Daggett’s bill. 
Daggett also intends to introduce a bill for 
the encouragement of artesian well-boring, 
but has deferred its preparation to await the 
receipt of some additional information on the 
.subject, for which he has written to Nevada. 
The Colored Exodos. 
W ashington, January 24th.—The Seuate 
Committee on the Colored Exodus to-day ex­ 
amined J . P. Dnckshart, Southern Passen­ 
ger Agent of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company. 
He testified that he lias made 
several visits to N orth Carolina in the inter­ 
ests of the company, to secure as large a share 
as possible of the exodus travel, and that 
he effected arrangements with local promoters 
of the movement, by which the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad obtained the transporta­ 
tion of all the colored people who have, up 
to this time, and since last October, emi­ 
grated from N orth Carolina to Indiana. The 
through rate from Goldsburg to Indianapolis 
for these emigrants was $16 65 for each person 
above the age of 12 y ears; half fare for 
children from 5 to 12, and younger children 
free. In all these arrangements the company 
agreed to pay Z. Taylor Evans, of Goldsbor- 
ough, the colored man who worked up the 
emigration, a drawback of 81 per head for 
each full-fare passenger, and fifty cents for 
each half ticket sold. This was a well-known 
standing inducement held out by himself and 
agents of the competition roads to men like 
Evans, Perry and Williams to get up as large 
an emigration as possible. Evans told witness 
th a t he commenced working up the exodus 
sixteen months ago by means of mass meet­ 
ings, secret societies, etc. 
W itness, while in 
N orth Carolina, had seen many circulars as­ 
serting that the colored people would find 
flenty of work in Indiana at good wages, 
erry and Williams also circulated a report 
that emigrants upon reaching W ashington 
would be provided with new clothes and 
transportation to Indiana or Kansas. 
The 
circulars were largely made up of editorials 
from the Greeueastle (Indiana) Banner, and 
also included what purported to be certificates 
from a number of the N orth Carolina colored 
people who had already gone to Indiana, 
that they had found work, and advised their 
friends to follow. 
Perry left the State sud­ 
denly during the winter, on account of an in­ 
dictm ent for forging school certificates, and 
had not returned, but Evans and others were 
still at work, and, in the opinion of the wit­ 
ness, the exodus would continue just as long 
as the colored people could raise money to 
pay their fare, or until checked by unfavor­ 
able reports from their friends at tlie other 
end of the line. 
In this event, lie would go 
out to Indiana and try and secure them as 
passengers hack over the Baltimore and Ohio 
lines. 
| Laughter.] 
_ 
H . W . Mendenhall, a resident of W ashing­ 
ton, testified that he assisted in organizing 
the emigration and society about a year ago. 
H e thought the movement would become 
quite extensive. 
He had stated if Indiana 
could offer any inducements to negro emi­ 
grants it would be well to have them go 
there, as they were generally Republicans 
and would strengthen the Republican party.

ana engaging in the movement as a political 
measure.

N ew Y ork, January 24th.—A t 1 o’clock 
this morning the engine of a train on the el­ 
evated railroad was thrown from the track by 
a misplaced switch, and fell into the street, a 
distance of twenty-five feet. 
The engine, 
rattling on at the rate of thirty miles an hour 
or more, dragging its single car with twenty- 
five or more human beings, all employes on 
the road, struck the switch with a jerk that 
threw every one off his feet, ran over on the 
middle track and off it on the guard-rail, 
crashing into a car standing there.

passed it reached the west or the down 
track, and at the curve jumped off, breaking 
the rail, guard-rail and ties, for a distance of 
tw enty feet, landing below squarely on its 
wheels in the roadway. 
The three that were 
in the cab went down with it. 
Those in the

car, 
excited 
hy 
the 
crash 
and 
shock, 
and 
realizing their danger, ran 
for the 
doors, 
expecting 
every 
sec­ 
ond 
to 
follow, 
but 
the 
car 
stopped 
abruptly at the broken rail, with one end 
tip|>ed over the abyss below. 
The coupling 
broke, and only the engine felL 
Hail th ee ir 
followed, and fa’len on it, instant death would 
have been the fate, beyond doubt, of those 
who 
escaped 
with 
comparatively 
slight 
bruises. 
Those in the car above managed to 
make their way out, and along the track to 
the depot, a block further back, and thence 
into the street. 
M any were bleeding from 
slight cuts and bruises, and one brakeman 
named Hayes, was taken from the platform 
of the car into which the train had run, 
tossed over from the platform of his own car 
hy the concussion and much bewildered, 
though little hurt. Those who ran the engine 
,'xpected fully to find its thr»e occupants 
uiud under the wreck, but, to t-cir astonish­ 


ment, m et half way the engineer and fireman, 
who had climbed through the shattered cab- 
windows.

Piutes heretofore entitled to live ou the Malheur 
Reservation, who will make that reservation their 
permanent home, are to have lands allotted to them 
in severalty at the rate of 160 acres to each head of 
a family and each adult male. Such lands they ure 
to cultivate for their own benefit. The allotments 
to be made under instructions from their agent as 
s,H>n as enabled hy law to do so. The Department 
is to give 1. dian patents for such tracts of land, 
conveying to such occupant a fee simple to the lot 
occupied 
Those of the Piutes who, in consequence 
of the liannock war, went to the Yokauia Reserva­ 
tion, and who may now desire to rejoin their rela­ 
tives. are at liberty todo so without expense to the 
Government for transportation. Those who desire 
to stay upon the Yokama Reservation and become 
permanently seiUcd will not be disturbed. None of 
the Piutes now living among 
,te people and earn­ 
ing wages by their own work will be compelled to go 
to Malheur Reservation. They are at perfect liberty 
to continue working for wages for their own benefit, 
as they are now doing. 
It is well understood that 
those who settle on the Malheur Reservation will 
not be supported by tlie (love-nment in idleness, 
t hev will he aided in starti g their farms and pro­ 
moting their civiliza* inn, hut the support given 
them hy the Government will, according to law, de- 
neml upon their willingness and efficiency in work­ 
ing for themselves. 
The Piutes will leave for home Monday.

Mrs. M ary H . McClellan. Principal of 
Prim ary School No. 21, which several chil­ 
dren from the Fold attended, testified that 
two children were dismissed on account of the 
conditiqnof their eyes, and for taking tilings not 
belonging to them, and that others were dis­ 
missed for having vermin on them. 
One was 
dismissed for being unclean and having ring­ 
worms. 
The children’s clothing was insuffi­ 
cient and ragged, and they said they were 
hungry. 
One boy went to a neighbor’s for 
food, and when spoken to about it, said he 
was hungry, ha\ ing been sent to school w ith­ 
out his breakfast. 
Emma Bowman, aged 14, said she had no 
parents and no friends. 
She testified that 
there was but one bath-room in the house. 
“ We dressed in tlie bedroom . Someof us used 
our clothing for pillows. 
W e washed our 
faces in the bath-room. 
There were five 
towels for thirty-four children ; we all ran 
for the first wipe. 
There was but one comb 
and brush for the n all, and the brush had 
no bristles in it. 
’The first meal was bad at 
7 o’clock, and consisted of bread and con­ 
densed milk mixed with water. 
No cups 
were furnished, and when the baker failed to 
bring bread they had Indian meal. 
The 
older children made the beds and did the 
scrubbing, cooking and washing.” 
Fanny Howes, aged fifteen, said th at two 
weeks 
before 
leaving the 
Fold, Cowley 
punched her in the back and kicked her so 
th at the marks remained for a w eek; and 
on another occasion Cowley knocked her 
down with his fiat and stamped on her. 
On 
that occasion he struck her three times, at 
the same time kicking her on her legs. 
Cowley found a cat-o’-nine-tails on Forty- 
ninth street and U3ed it on witness’s hands, 
giving her ten cuts on each hand. 
Once she 
was locked up in a small room which con­ 
tained notiiing ir. the way of furniture. 
On 
the first night she slept on the floor; after 
that she had a mattress. 
During the week's 
confinement her food was bread and water. 
For dinner they had peas and beans made 
into soup, and sat around the table on soap­ 
boxes. 
As there were only twelve plates, 
some had to wait until the others had finish­ 
ed. 
There were no cups. 
The children 
after 
eating 
went 
to 
the 
hydrant 
for 
water. M r. 
and Mrs. 
Cowley 
had 
for 
dinner roast lamb or 
beef or poul­ 
try, with potatoes, parsnips, beans and some­ 
times lager beer. 
Cowley generally asked a 
blessing. 
In the evening, Cowley said pray­ 
ers, which lasted about an hour. 
There was 
no one to overlook the children in their sleep- 
ing-places. 
The door between the girls’ and 
boys’ rooms was sometimes open and some­ 
times shut, but never locked. 
There was no 
light in either room, and a boy had for a 
month been in the habit of going to the girls’ 
room, generally about the middle of the 
night, dressed in a blanket, and with a sheet 
over his head. 
There were no coverlets on 
the beds except on reception days, and w it­ 
ness suffered trom cold. 
The girls’ beds had 
two sheets each, but none to leplace them 
while they were being washed. 
W itness told 
Mrs. Cowley of boys going to the girls’ room, 
but she said, “ Nonsense.” 
Judge Donohue here adjourned further 
heating till Tuesday.

The press telegrams from New York yes­ 
terday reported that thero was recorded at 
the Register’s office in that city, the previous 
day, a chattel mortgage, given by General 
Sanchez Ochoa, individually and as agent 
for the Republic of Mexico, to Samuel Bran- 
nan of San Francisco. 
The instrument was 
made, the dispatch stated, ill September, 
1865. in consideration of a loan for sixty days 
of 833,478 25, and was a lien upon 810,000,­ 
000 of bonds of the Government of Mexico, 
and th at these bonds had been deposited in 
the Bank of Commerce in New York. When 
Maximilian landed at Vera Cruz, in May, 
1864, he found the Royalist party iu posses­ 
sion of the Government, the Republican 
troops were scattered, and Juarez and his im­ 
mediate followers were fugitives. 
In the fol­ 
lowing spring, Samuel Brannan was a pas­ 
senger on one of the Pacific Mail steamers, on 
his way from Panama to this city, and met 
Juarez andother well-known Mexican officers 
who were on their way 
to the 
Gulf 
States of Mexico. 
I t was in N orthern M ex­ 
ico th at Juarez formed the nucleus of an 
army which overpowered the Im perial forces 
and captured Maximilian. 
A t that time 
Samuel Brannan was a man of considerable 
wealth, and sympathizing warmly with the 
Republican cause, offered to aid the move­ 
m ent with money. 
Juarez accepted the 
proffered assistance with alacrity. 
Im me­ 
diately upon his arrival here, Brannan sent a 
sum of ready money to Juarez, and set about 
raising a company of men to go to his sup­ 
port. 
Soon afterward General Gaspar San­ 
chez Ochoa Arrived iu this city, and arrange­ 
ments were perfected by which a detachm ent 
of men and a snpply of arms were soon after­ 
ward dispatched to Juarez. 
They succeeded 
in joining him and aided materially in his 
future successes. I t is not believed by friends 
of Brannan in this city th at any funds were 
given him at this time, hut the Republic al­ 
ways recognized the justice of his claim, aud 
promised pecuniary 
reimbursement. 
The 
well-known want of funds, which is a char­ 
acteristic of the Mexican Treasury, lia*, how­ 
ever, up to the time, not resulted to the 
financial benefit of Brannan. 
W hen he left 
here several months ago he visited the City of 
Mexico, and it is reported th at the Govern­ 
ment gave him a large grant of land iu lieu 
of cash.

W a s h in g t o n , 
January 
25th. — R ep­ 
resent alive Horace Davis is preparing, and 
will shortly introduce in Congress, two im­ 
portant revenue bills, which indirectly have 
an interesting hearing on the Chinese ques- 
ti ui. 
The first will provide for an increase 
of tariff duty on foreign rice from the exist 
ing rate of 21 cents per pound to 4 cents, and 
for changing the present 20 per cent, ad val­ 
orem duty on Chinese nut-oil to a specific 
duty of 25 cents per gallon. 
Last year the 
total im portation of 
ricf- to San 
Fran­ 
cisco amounted to 61,500,000 pounds, of 
which about 6,000,000 came from the Sand­ 
wich Islands, under the reciprocity treaty, 
free of charge, and 5.5,000,000 pouuds were 
from China, yielding a customs revenue of 
81,375,000. 
Tlie quantity of nut oil imported 
from China during the same period was 408,­ 
000 gallons, paying a duty of 843,000. Davis’ 
bill, in view of the fact th at both of these 
articles now pay a very light tax and are con­ 
sumed entirely by the Chinese, who pay 
scarcely any tax, proposes such an augmenta­ 
tion of the tariff upon them as will increase 
the revenue collected at 
San 
Francisco 
879.000 per annum 
from 
nut oil, and 
8825.000 from Chinese rice. About 8,000,000 
pounds of rice were imported last year at A t­ 
lantic ports, mostly from other countries 
than China, and it may be found advisable to 
confine the proposed increase of tariff duty 
to Chinese rice alone (just as Manila hemp 
pays a larger rate than Russian hemp), but 
it is doubtful 
if any serious 
opposition 
will be made to a uniform increase on 
all 
foreign 
rice, 
in 
the 
line 
of 
protection to American rice, and to our 
bread-stuffs generally. 
Davis’ other bill will 
provide for imposing an internal revenue tax 
of 83 or 84 per pound upon the manufacture 
in this country of suioking opium from the 
crude material. 
The imported manufactured 
article, worth from 88 to 810 jier pound, now 
pays a customs duty of 86, whereas crude 
opium, which is worth 83 or 84 per pound, 
pays a duty of only 81 per pound, and 
as 
it 
takes two pounds of the crude 
material to make one pound of smoking 
opium, 
the Government loses 84 revenue 
upon every pound manufactured for smoking 
purpose., in this country. 
The importations 
in 1878 aggregated 00,4)00 pounds of smoking 
opium, aud 300,000 pounds of crude opium. 
It is estimated, after making due allowances 
for the use of opium in medicines, that a rev­ 
enue of at least 8400,000 may be secured by 
levying the proposed tax upon its manufacture 
for smoking, which will come into the U nited 
States Treasury through the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, if the manufacture continues in this 
country, or through our Custom-houses, un­ 
der the present rate of import duty, if it he 
transferred to China. 
Iu either event, the 
proposed legislation would not ouly benefit 
the treasury, but would be a legitimate a t­ 
tack upon a pernicious vice, and alike clearly 
within the dictates of good morals and the 
limitations of the treaty provisions, while at 
the same time the enactm ent of it and its 
accompanying 
measure would 
manifestly 
make the U nited States a less desirable place 
of residence for all Mongolians who consume 
the rice and oil and smoke the opium. 
The Supreme Court, immediately upon re­ 
assembling after next m onth’s recess, will 
announce its decisions in the great constitu­ 
tional cases that have been argued this term, 
involving questions of extraordinary import­ 
ance, such as the extent to which the four­ 
teenth and fifteenth amendments authorize 
the interference by the General Government 
with State laws concerning juries and the 
jurisdiction of State Courts. 
It is believed 
that the Court will be nearly equally divided, 
and th at three of the Justices will deliver 
opinions dissenting from the other five on all 
these cases.

The Times' Philadelphia special says of the 
Blaine boom in Pennsylvania : As m atters 
now stand, there will be a strong but not 
effectively led delegation for Blaine in the 
Convention which meets at Harrisburg on 
W ednesday of next week.

The D istress in Irela n d . 
L ondon, January 25th.—A t Saturday's 
meeting of the Dublin Mansion House R e­ 
lief Uommittee eighty applications for relief 
were received, anil fifty-five g ran ts am ount­ 
ing to £2.6S5. 
The total am ount so far 
granted is £8,340. 
Five hundred pounds has 
been received from W ashington and £1,500 
from New York. 
L ondon, January 25th.—A land meeting 
was held to-day iu the Connemara moun­ 
tains, which several thousand persons a t­ 
tended. 
D avitt and Kelly were present. 
There were also land meetings at Bohola, at 
which 4,00*4 persons were present. 
John Bright, speaking at Birmingham yes­ 
terday, reverted to the Irish question at 
length, and urged the Government to take 
energetic action for the relief of the sufferers 
iu Ireland. 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin has issued an 
appeal through the London press iu behalf of 
the Mansion House Relief Committee, stat­ 
ing th at the committee is not connected with 
any other organization, and that it consists of 
representatives of all creeds and all shades of 
politics. 
The appeal states th at evidence ac­ 
cumulates th at there is scarcely a county iu 
Ireland in which terrible privation does not 
exist in some portion, though it is more se­ 
vere in the western counties and on the north­ 
west and south seaboards. 
The Lord Mayor 
fears th at the public of London does not 
realize the gravity of the crisis, and that unless 
prompt assistance be given thousands of peo­ 
ple must die of starvation. 
He cannot think 
that if they did, they who gave hundreds of 
thousands to avert a famine in India, would 
have given less to the Dublin Mansion House 
fund than had Sidney or Melbourne. 
The Lord M ayor states th at £8.000 already 
has been distributed out of the £20,000 re­ 
ceived, but that this is a mere drop iu the ocean 
of need. 
He fears a recurrence of the dis­ 
aster of 1847, when abundant assistance was 
forthcoming, but too late to save life. 
The A fghanistan situ a tio n . 
L ondon, January 25th.—A proclamation 
will be issued, stating th at vengeance for the 
massacre of the British Embassy at Cabul 
being satisfied, the army withdraw s to Jella- 
labad, leaving the Afghans to live under such 
sovereign as they may elect. 
U ntil such 
sovereign be firmly established, the Queen 
foregoes the right, under the treaty of Gun- 
damak, to place an envoy at Cabul, all 
communications with the Cabul Government 
being in the meantime conducted by the 
Queen’s special agent.
